HOU&Ii; OF COMMONS, July 5 . 

The ordei ot the day was read for taking 
into consideration a charge-alFecting Loid 
Cochrane and Mr. Cochrane Johnstone.'— 
The Sr£A)C£R enquired whether Lwrd 
Cochrane was in attendance, and was an¬ 
swered ill the affirmative.—It was then 
oidered that he should be called in. 

Lord CocHRANi!. then came into the 
house, and took his accustomed place. 

Two oi the messengers were then exa¬ 
mined as to the service of the order to at¬ 
tend that House on Mr. Cochrane John¬ 
stone. They both said that they had called 
at bis bouse in AllsopVbuildings, but 
wrre infornied that he had left itshoiUy 
hr fore the trial, and that nobody knew 
when, he was gone to. It did not appear 
tiiatthey had left the order at the house.— 
Some members of the House declared that 
the house at which the messengers had 
called, No. 13, .VlsopVbuildingo, bad been 
the late rcaidenoc of Mr. Coenrano John¬ 
stone. 

The Speaxhr thoiigbt it would be the 
better course to proceed at present with 
the charge against the noble lord who at¬ 
tended in his place. 

Mr. BR 9 Al}lt£AD then rose, and moved, 
that the copy of the conviction should be 
entered as read. This having been done 
accordingly, he was proceeding, when—> 

Tlie Speaker said, that as the record of 
the conviction was itself the charge against 
the noble lord, he thought that the nu^t te¬ 
gular (.ourse was, that the noble lord should 
now be called upon to say what he thought 
proper in answer to, that charge, and that 
wb^ he had so done, he should withdraw. 

Mr. Bankks thought that the record 
was the charge against two members of that 
House, and tW as one had not thought pro¬ 
per to attend, the House should now ppo- 
recd to conri^t the chajge as against both 
members. 

On the suggestion of the Speaker, the 
House proceeded to the charge against Lord 
Cochrane, and he was called upon for his 
defence. 


Lord CocKRAK£ then rose, and read the 
fpltowing statement. 

Mr. Speaker.—The circumstance under 
which I appear before you, and the House 
this day, entitle me, to, at least, a patient 
hearing. The unfortunate man, who, in 
the time of Cardinal llicbehen, was con¬ 
demned to be racked and burnt, on the 
charge of practising magic, when protect¬ 
ing his innocence and exposing the villainy 
of his accusers, while the fire was preparing 
before his eyes, wa., to pi event his being 
heard by the people, strui^ upon the month 
with a crucifix, borne in the hand of a 
monk. This horrible judicial murder 
shocked all France and all Europe} but of 
all the circumstances attending it, the fa¬ 
brication of evidence, the flagrant partia¬ 
lity of tho judges, the ferocity of the sen¬ 
tence, the notoiious falsehood of the charge, 
nothing produced so deep a sense of iiiUig- 
dation as the act of this execrable monk, 
who, not content with tlic torture and th« 
death of the victim—not content nith the 
destruction of his body, was resolved to 
pursue him even beyond I lie grave. There¬ 
fore, Sir, though wnat I have now sc'en of

vinccs me that cowaidly malignity is not 
the exclusive possession of monks, I trust 
that on this daj no means will be resoiUd 
to to stifle my voice, oi to pi t vent the pub¬ 
lic at large from heaimg all tliat 1 have to 
say in my defence. 

I am not heic, Sir, to bespeak compas¬ 
sion, or to pave the waj to pardon. Both 
iileas are alike ropugnaiit to my feelings.— 
That the public in gcncial have felt indig¬ 
nation at the seiltcnco that has been passed 
upon me, does honour to their heat ts, and 
tends still to make my coiintiy dear to me, 
in Sjiite of what I have siifleied fiom the 
malignity of iiersons in power. But, Sir, 

1 am not hcic to complain of the hardships 
of my case, or about the ciuelty of judges, 
who for an act which was nevei till npw 
either known or thought to be a legal 
oflence, have laid upon me a sentence more 
heavy than they have ever yet laid upon 
persons clearly convicted of the most hor¬ 
rid oferimes,—crimes of which nature her¬ 
self ri ics aloud against the commission. 1 f, 
therefore, it was my object to complain of 
the cruelty of my judges, 1 should hid the 
public look into the calendar, and see if 
they could find a punishment like that in¬ 
flicted on me, inflicted by these same judge* 
on any one of thase unnatural < wrCtckca. 
It is not, however, my bosioess to «eaw 
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bkiia of tbe«mcU]r of tliw senteDcc. The 
HoiMe, Sir, will easily psrewe, and evciy 
henotirahle man will, t am sure, participate 
in my feelings, that the hue, the impiison- 
ment, the pillery,—even that pilloiy to 
which I arti condemned,—are nothing, that 
they tveigh not as a feather svhen put in 
the balance against ray desire to shew that 
1 have iaieii unjustly condemned. 

In the first place, Sii, C here, in the pre¬ 
tence of this House, and with the eyes of 
the country fivwl upon me, most bolemniy 
declare that 1 am wholly innocent of the 
mine, wliieb has been laid to my chaigc, 
and lot which I have been condemned to 
. the most infamous of punishments. Having 
rt'poatcd this assertion of mv innocence, 1 
next proceed to complain of the means that 
hive been made use of to eficct my des- 
tiurtion. And first. Sir, was it evei befoie 
known.

It evfi beiore known, that steps like these 
weie taken previous to an indictment, pic- 
sioiis to the bunging of an intended victim 
into a 1 01111 of justice^ Was it cver befoio 
known, that so ixgular, so sjstimatic a 
scheme foi exciting suspicion against a man, 
of implanting an immoveable prejudice 
against Kim in the minds of the whole na¬ 
tion, previous to the pitfcning a bill of in¬ 
dictment, in Older that the Oiand .Tnrv, 
be composed of vvhom->oevcr it might, should 
bo pie-divposcd to find the bill ^ I ask 
you, Sir, and I ask the House, whether it 
was ever befois: known, that means likt 
these were lesoited to, previous to a man's 
being legally accused* B\it, Sii, what 
must the world think, when they sec tho-.e 
to whom the Welfare and the honour of the 
nation aie committed covertly co-opcraiing 
with a committee of the Stock Exchange- 
becoming their associates in so nefarious a 
Scheme * Nevertheless, Sir, this fart is 
now notorious to the whole world. 1 must 
confess that I was not piepared tef believe 
the tiring possible j thou/^ I was awatw, 
indeed, that I hpd to expect fiom some of 
tliosc in power whom I had in vain endea¬ 
voured to bring to justice, evxMV thing that 
nudignity could suggest and cunning perjie- 
'tmte: tfrough I vta# aware of my eiidea- 
'%Ogr3\thon^ humblo) to expose the sources 


of corruption; thon^ the pension lUt, and 
thd prize courts, luui raim against me 
many onetnics; though 1 was aware of the 
untiucnchahle thirst for revenge whieh I 
had excited in the breasts of many cornwt 
and hypocritical individuals; and especially, 
Uiough 1 was aware of the offence which 1 
had given to the gmsping and neve^pr- 
doning phalanx of the law, by exhibiting tu 
the w’orid tlu ir liauds upon my iJI-treaied 
bivtliren of the navy. »»***♦ 
Care, huuivei, was taken, Sir, that the 
success of this base conspiracy should not 
be exposed to the chances of failure fi oiii 
the jury not bi'ing of the right stamp. Thu 
indictment, if left to its fair regular coursi, 
would have been tiicd at the Scssions-housc, 
at the Old B.iiJ< y, bi toiv a jury Impartiallv 
taken.

health. The authenticity of the ccitiB' 
cate IS iin(|urstiona1jU , and it is more iin- 
pnitant, since it was not obtained for the 
puiposc of ptuiiiig the tiutli of niy state¬ 
ment, but is the oiigiiiiil certificate aulho- 
iising his return to KiigUiid on aecount of 
ill health, and bears date nine days piior 
to the 21st of Febiuaiy. It Includes a 
peiiod of siv srccks, lunvU, fioin the Jst 
of Januaiy and yet the kained Judge 
argued against the piobabilily, n.iy, stated 
that it was ilinost inipoiiiiilile, that 1 should 
have he ltd ol his illncas on the 17th of 
Feb\siai>. 

With respect to niv account of the 
conversation u Inch passed between De Bc- 
renget and myself, 1 submit to the House, 
that it is not only true, but perfectly pro¬ 
bable.

The 
letter is dati'd of Fehrttartjy four 
days previous to the u-aud of the 21st. 
The letter is long, and, to me, perfectly 
unintelligible. The following passage 
shews the pertuibed state of his mind;—

After the apprehension of IMr. Dc 
Bcrenger, I dicC by the advice ol Air. 
Johnstone, address to him a Utter through 
the office oi Loid ISiduioutli, calling upon, 
Inin to state to the public his icawns tor 
ronling to my house on the 21bt of Feb* 
ruaiy; and he answered, that ‘ his object 
was correclly detailed m my affidavit.' I 
hold his oiiginal lettei in my hand. 

Belying upon the diflciencc of the 
dicss m which De Berengi i appeared bi*- 
forc me fioni that descitbed hy the Stock 
Exchange Committee, and on tlic sssai- 
ance of Afr. Johnstone that De Bcrenger 
had informed huii that Ik* could miequivo- 
cally piovc an alibi, by at Uast a do/rn 
credible witnesso*, and believing that, at 
all events, ray own innofence would piove 
my |irotcction, J felt so peifidij secure as 
to the issue ot tlic trial, tliat ( g.iv’e no in¬ 
structions to Counsel, atlciHled no ennsul- 
tatioii, and ncvci even icad iiiv own brief, 
into vvhieh a fatal error was intioduced, 
but leaving tlic whole business in the 
hands of my SoIIcitoi, T ictiied to my 
house in the countiy, and did not ictnrn 
until two days picvious to the trial. W'liile 
in the country J received a letter from my 
Solicitor, infomiiig me, that at a c onsu!t.i- 
tion, it had been resolved to defend my 
case jointly with that of Afi. Butt, and 
that it W.IS not duteimined whether tt 
might not also bo ndvisiMlili to unite it 
n ith lli'it of iMr. Johnstoec. I h ul otder- 
ed that iiiv rase should be di fended sepa¬ 
rately, and Alessrs. Topping and Scarlett 
wore engaged as my Counsel. To the 
above communication I returned' the fol¬ 
lowing answer -

Notwithstanding this, my cast wax 
defended ronjointly, and it deserves paiti- 
tcular attention, that the able Counsel who 
pleniU d ray rausc was intended to defend 
Mr. Johnstone only, nnd that the Coun-.el 
whom T did cmplov had no opportunity of 
opening their lips. The unavailing ex* 
picsiion of iry dissent to an nninn of cases, 
was almost lli^only step taken by me'in 
niy ovv n behalf in the w hole c aUT'<e the 
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prior to my return to to%vn 
for m udditkm.to the perfect eottscioiunea 
of my iunocence, I cannot help remarking^ 
that Mr, Johnbtonc, on all occavons^ was 
anxious to rcltcre me from the trouble o: 
attending to my own interests in this mat 
ter; and in a letter which he wrote to mt 
a few days picvlousto the trial, he entreat 
ed me to make myself pciieitly easy as t 
the issue, and informed me he had seer 
iJe Bei'enger's brief, by niiicb it appeal'd 
that he would fully establish an alibu Thi: 
letter, poisuant to my general practice, wel 
known to my fiicnds, I believe 1 have de¬ 
stroyed; but tlie leccipt and puiport of i 
can be proved on oath by a visilnr then ai 
m) house.—On my letnrn to town, imme¬ 
diately before the trial, the bxief of Mr 
l)e ficrenger was shewn to me by Mr. 
Johnstone, and the case, as thcicin stated. 


stated, that an error of ^ moot danmroua 
natuic was introduced into the brief. In 
that buef the coat of Dc Bercnger is de> 
sciibcd to have been a redowt with a green 
collar, and my Counsel in consequence ad¬ 
mitted that to be red, which had been 
sworn to be green. My attention was not 
called to this errai^ixr diGeience, which has 
been so fatal, and Mr. Seijcant Best, in 
the course ol my defence, marked the enn- 
tradictinii In-twccn my affidavit and what 
his biicf told him, and he gave me ci'edit 
for an oversight in consequence thereof^ 
but refused to examine my servants then 
ready in attendance. Early on the morn¬

My description of the dress in which 
Dc Bcrengcr appeared before me at my 
iiouae on the 21st of February has cvetted 
much animadversion. When I swore that 
he wore a green coat, the Counsel for the 
prosecution declared that 1 bad incurred 
the moral guilt of perjury, without sub¬ 
jecting myself to the legal penalty. When 
i came into Court, and repeated my asser¬ 
tion upon oath, under all the risks of the 
law, and tendered the affidavits of otbem 
who saw him, as 1 did, in his green coat at 
my house, the same Counsel impudently 
repeated the foul and false accusation. 1 
also affirmed, upon my honour, in the 
Court of King's Bench, and 1 do affirm 
upon my honour in this Hoi,|se, that 1 only 
•aw him in a green coat.—1 have already

Genileman (Mr Hruadhead) who h.itlpro¬ 
posed the* motion, in a speech which had 
done credit to his mind .ind feeling?, had 
abstained fiom all obscrv'ations respecting 
the guilt or innocence of Lord Cowrane, 
but had rested his case on the fact of the 
ronviction in the Coort below, while* the 
Nohlc Lord himself, in defence of his in¬ 
nocence, Ii ul travelled into all the circum¬ 
stances of the case, and the evidence on 
which the conviction was founded.

Another part of the defence 
of Lord Corhrnnt, to which he should al¬ 
lude with delioaev, was the cbai ge of the 
Chief Justice. Tn derogation of the cha¬

'Hiat rule also did not stand m 
the way of any thing which the Noble 
Lord thought fit to plead to the Court, as 
a ground for them to consider the verdict, 
and to grant a new Jury j and after all the 
evidenct of the Noble Lord had been lieard, 
the Court had unanimously been of opinion 
that tlicie was no ground for a ntw tual. 
Before judgmont was given in anv case, 
tried heforo the Chief Justice, before whom 
the tiial at Guildhall had taken place, I 
eveiy woid (to speak without any exag-! 
geration) that passed on «*ach udt at the ^ 


tiial, was delivered with an exactness«a- 
tonishing to all those who had been pro- 
seat, to those Judges w'bo had to form t « 
judgment. As to the cliaractei and con¬ 
duct of the Noble iiord who prosided in 
the Court of King’s Bench, it vrotild be in¬ 
decorous for him to ofler am defence, al- 
though he felt himself quite iiulopi ndrnt of 
influence fiom that Noble J^otd in die 
Couit, in which he practised. There was 
one remaik fiein which he could fiee that 
Noble Laid (Lord EllenboronglO. He 
could positively afUiin that that Noble 
Lord had never revised the pleadings for 
the prosecution, nor ever seen them until 
they had been banded toliiin in the Couit.

indeed. Time will show, whether this 
opinion be con or t; but it is ot great ini- 
poituiiLO, that wo keep bti'.i<1iiy in mind 
iJa»gr(ittmU of ihii war ; lor, it it should 
be u an^ long dui ition, and .diuuld bring 
great misrhieK in its ti <un, we shall cer¬ 
tainly be permitted to ciiijniie, whether it 
might not have been asoided. Our dis¬ 
putes with Anieiica have Listed fiom the 
beginning oi the King’s reign to the picscnt 
hour. But the real grounds of the present 
war he in a very narrow compass. There 
weic certain Oilers in Counril, of which 
the Americans complained, till about two 
years ago, when those oideis wti’O repealed 
At the same time they complainid that 
theii vessels wire stopped at sea, and that 
our naval o/Hcers, at their discretion, took 
out of those vessels such persons as they 
looktd upon, or asserted to be, British 
subjects. It is very well known, that, in 
consequence of the exercise of this power, 
hundreds ot Americans born, were tom- 
palled to go on boaid of English men of 
war, and scTve in the capacity of sailors, 
and be sulijicled to all the rules ot disci¬ 
pline, and, of com sc, to all thr pnnish- 
meiils miking pait ol tint disnplinc, on 
hoard of our ships. It is notoi lOiis th it 
bundieds of them were so tikcn, and so 
compelled to serve. Tt is not nectsaary to 
suppose that our ofllicrs abused then 
power. It IS not ncce-saiy to suppose, 
that from any pie^udice or any hobtih 
feeling they were inclined to abuse tlinr 
power. But we must suppose, at least, 
that they were unable to a.scertaiii who 
were Biitish subjects, and who were not 
British suh]erts, since it is a fact not to he 
denied, that hundieds of men have been 
cliBchirgcd by our Admiralty, from our 
•av«, in consequence of demands made bj 
the American Cnnsiil in London, repre¬ 
senting that such men liad been impressed 
in the manner above described. Now, it 
is very easy for iis to sav, that these men 
might as wril lie saving in oar navy as in 
otlwr ships at sea.^It is very easy for us 
to shut our ears as to complaints tonehing 
upen matters in which we have no fellow 
feeling} but, suppose the Americans were 
to treat us in the same way^ Suppose 
them to he at war, and vye at |ieaee; sup¬ 
pose their shii»s of wai to stop our mer- 
rhantracn upon the ore in, to take out 
sailors at tin ir discieti.m, to subpet them 
to the rules mid punishments of the Ame- 
'ri'.an nv.v j to compel them to expose their 


lives in fighting for America against an 
Ally ot England, suppose Englishmen to 
he thus treated, what, I ask, should wo 
then say ?—This is the way in which we 
ought to look at the matter, unless, indeed, 
wc mean to throw all considc i atioiis of jus- 
tico aside j oi, to consider the Aineiicans, 
not as an independent nation, bat rather 
as a specif* ot colonists, viliose intciesta 
are not to be put in competition «itli tho»c 
ol the mother countly.—Jii juslihcation of 
the cxeicisc ot this power on oui p.iit, v\e 
said, that, without it, our navy would be 
ruined, because our sailois wouUl de-iCit 
and linU a sate lefiigc in Amtiican ships, 
which were to be tounJ in cieiy port in 
the wot Id.—Theie was -onu thing vciy 
humiliating in this excuse, tor, wh.it was 
it but to acknowledge, at once, thit our 
sailors, forgetting tlitir honour, their duly, 
their oaths, then loyalty, and their pa¬ 
rt lotism, and rvgaidless ol the gloiy of our 
own navy, weie .it all tunts vviliing to de¬ 
sert, in vciy great niiinheis, at least, iinlcbs 
they were depiived ot all means of leliigc. 
For iny pait, T always felt liumiliattd at 
the use oi this ground of defence, l^iit 
the Ainerir.in flovernmcnt, in older to 
pi event hostilities upon the subject, made 
piopoaition* calculated to scenic iis from 
the d.vngrr so much apprehended. Tftey 
said that they could not lie calli d upon, as 
a mattci of mrlit, to adopt any measure 
upon the subjict, because they had a light 
to employ, in then service, ivhateveKpc v« 
son* might choose volnntaiilv to c nti r into 
til it service, and that the' law of nations 
did not permit the ships of any power to 
stop tlieir vessels at sea, to take out of 
them persons of any disc ription whatever. 
Nevertheless, in order to give us all the 
satisfaction, and all the security consistent 
with the safety of their own natiiial born 
citizens, thi'v were willing to agi-ec, that, 
when any of tluir ships were in port, la 
any country In the woild, whether in the 
British dominions, or in any other domi¬ 
nions, any one oi moic of their crew, might 
he claimed and taken away as British siib- 
]ects, the persons so claimed being first 
brought before, and heard by, and their 
cases decided upon by some justice of the 
peace, or other iivil magistrate, or civil 
authority, as the case might be. They 
were fni tlicr willing to pass a law, strictly 
proliihiting, under severe penalties, the 
emploving of any Ri iti-h suhiect on board 
their ships. What they objected to wan, 
the leaving the pcisons of Uieir Bea-faring| 
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citizens wholly nt the ducrrtien of the 
oiEcen of the English navy, and that, too, 
not in port wliere on apped to the govern¬ 
ment might be made, but at sea, whute no 
appeal rould be made, ’where no redress 
could be had, where discretion and power 
were the onlv things.to be heard of, \^"e, 
iiowevcr, would not agree to give np the 
use of thw disci etion and power. VVe 
peiseieied in what the Americans deemed 
acts ol hostility ; they resorted to arms in 
what they dccmi'd ihcir defence, and thus 
we arc at war with them.—This was the 
real gionnd of the war; and as the dis¬ 
pute natureliy teiniinated with the wai in 
Em ope; as our being at peace with : 
the rest of the world at oiiec put an end to 
the cause of thcbe impressments from Aine- 
lican ships, the Americans, having no 
longer any thing to complain of, the maltei 
iiiurjit have been dropped at once, the ijurs- 
Uoii of light to exMCise such a powei 
might have been waved, hniniony between 
ibe two countries might have been restored, 
tbcircommi reial connections rc-cstablisbed, 
utul peace might, for mire, have e\tcnded 
her wings over the habitable globe. Why 
this has not taken place has never vet been 
distinct!} stated in anv public comniunica- 
tion or doeiimeiit, comrig fiom authoiiti. 
A icpoit of a spec'cb made in the House of 
Cumnions, by one of the Louis of the Acl- 
niiiuMv, has wprrsenlid (he object of the 
war now to be the (kpoulmn of Mr. Ma- 
(h\on; V''bich, of course, embraces, or 
would embrace, something little short of 
oonqiu'iing that countly, and the taking of 
its government into oui own hands. 'J'he 
wise men who i onduct the lioiiilon news¬ 
papers, are continually ui’ging the necessity 
cf dcstioylng tbe Ameriean nation; of 
taking advantage of the present favoui ible 
moment for cnisbing that nation, which 
aeems destined to become a dangeious rival 
upon the seas; there arc men in this eoun- 
tiT who would murder all the Americans, 
merely became they enjoy real freedom, 
and aic, what such men deem, a dangeious 
example to the w’orld. But these men are 
shy in avowing their abominable pnnriplcs. 
They disguific them, and endeavour to 
seize hold of better feelings, by alarming 
the paliiotie fears of the people, whom 
tliev stiiimlati, to this war liy holding out 
the idea, that, unless America be now put 
down, or, at least, put back, she will, in a 
few years, be able, in conjunction witli 
France, to beat ns upon the (K'can. An

For himself lie could say, tliat 
no one was moie liMly to led a hijiier 
icspcct foi the judicial, but tel he could 
never feel that respect so far as to lii In vc 
in the inf.ilhbility of a Judge, and tlicie- 
fuic he could not substrihe to any such 
doctrine as that upon which li” had ani¬ 
madverted. 1 he law itsill, i.ideed, sup¬ 
posed the infallibility of a Judge by pro¬ 
viding the milady which he hid staled.— 
The Noble Jjind (Cot hr me) bad stated 
one fact, winch, it tim, ceitiinly illus¬ 
trated that tnfallilylity. For the Noble 
Lord had stated, that the Judge bcibic 
whom he was tried had, in his charge to 
the Jury, said, that De Bcicnger had pre¬ 
sented liiinsclf to the Noble Loid, “ bla- 
roiicd in the costume of his ci ime,” althougli 
not a tittle of evidence was adduced to 
sustain such an allegation.

Mr. Bankls o' iitJ, that thercM\-is 
no instance whatcM-r to be lound in tiu 
Journals of the Hou-te, or the practice ot 
Parliament, in wl uh ixpnUio.i bad not 
followed the picdmina, the leioid of con 
viction, as a matter of toiuse.

Tins had the ef¬ 
fect of leading the inhabitants of Boston to 
revise then sentence against Napoleon, 
whom they now’ pronounced most innocent *, 
raised his efligy from the gi ave; washed it 
from all the impurity which it bad con¬ 
tracted in the cattlij re-crowned it, and 
placed It in a situation where, as I have 
been asaitred, it is looked up to with resp^, 
instead of teiror and al^rrence.

To what can such a change 
be asciibcd ^ To tlic disappointment, evi¬ 
dently, which the fall of Napoleon has 
occasioned, and whicli has led his bitteicst 
enemies to examine the charges biought 
against him with coolness, instead of con¬ 
templating the object of their antipathy 
thiough the medium of a vile, prostituted, 
and seivile prcns. These icsults lay the 
foundation of a well grounded hope, that 
people in general aie in leality beginning 
to think foi themselves.—Should tins turn

disdain. He was steady ia his designs, 
jealous of his cliaracter, and one who was 
intractaUe in points where his interest wis 
eoneerned. He repelled injuries with such 
viofotteo, as to maVe fais enemies irreeon- 
sileahIe,of wboifilt was his great mi>' foi tan* 
to have a larf^ ttumhor to deal with. If 
prawUersrasiiinnrcntastft magic, he wm 
far from facing so with respect to gallantly.

That she woidd not 
name the maiden, hnt had named Pivert, 
that he ilemanded of her who that Pii n-t 
was > And that she answered h’m, 
pauper RHTgvs, ’Tis a poor mogwv n ; that 
he htd urged her upon this word, inagifi, 
that she replied, Magi- 
rianu^ S( jlfcrgreran and Ct'tzen. 

After this discourse, the maristrales 
went np into the e liimbei of the possessed, | 
which they found filVd with a picat number .

waiels shei took bosk* food, and tolel t|]f 
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company, that the first pact bad been given 
her about tcu o’clock night j that she 
ITUS then in bed, and that there were 
aeveral Nuns in btr chamber, she feit that 
sometiuug took one ol her hands, and 
having put into it three black thorns, they 
closed It, that this being done, without her 
having seen any person, she was troubled, 
and seiaed with a gi eat terror, which made 
her call the Nuns ivho were in her cham¬ 
ber , that they c imc near her, an^ found 
the thisie thoi ns in her liand. As she con¬ 
tinued to speak, the Lay •si', ter had some 
convulsions, the paiticidan when of the 
Judges could not take notice, bee lUsu this 
happened whdst thiy went nigh the Supe¬ 
rior, and were attentive to her discourse. 

Thb day's work concluded with an ad- 
Ventuic pleasant enough wliiKt Barre 
made his piaycio oi exoicisms, there hap¬ 
pened a great noise amongst the company, 
and some said that they saw a cat come 
down the chimney; this cat was carefully 
searched for, throughout the chamher, it 
threw itself upon the tester of the bed; it 
wascatched upon the Superior’s bcd,whcic 
Bari'e had made many signs of the Cioss 
upon it, and added sevoial adjuiations, but 
at last It was known to be one oi the cats 
of the Convent, and no magician or demon. 
The company being I cady to withdiaw, the 
exorcist said it was requisite to bum (be 
roses^ where the second pact liad been put j 
and in effect he took a gicat nosegay of 
white musk loses, ah cady withered, <n>d 
cast them into the tire, there happt ned I'o 
JMgn upon this occasion, and the roics 
Kaused no ill smell in burning. Nivcr- 
theless they promised the cormiany that 
next dav they should see wonderful events, 
that the devil should go out; that he should 
speak more plainly than he had hitherto, 
and that they would urge him to gis< such 
cuavinc ing and manifest signs of his going 
out, that no body should be able to doubt 
of the truth of this possession.——Rene 
Hci've, the Ijiciitenant Ciiminal, said, that 
lie ought to ask her concerning the name 
Fivart} Bbric ansnered in Latin, JBf hoe 
tbcct et Pwllat^ nommahit^ she shall tell 
it, and name tli |9 maid, meaning to speak 
of her who had krooght the roses. 

Grandii r, who at first made a mock at 
these exorcisms, an^ the testimony of these 
pretembd devils, seeing that this nBfoii 
was pushed on so far, presented a petition 
to the Bailiff the same day, being the litb 
of October, by which be remonstrated to 
bioi, that Mignoa bad exorcised these Nuns 


in his piesence; that they bad namicd h * "! 
as the autlior of their posaeoiiioi}} that it 
was an impobtiirc, and a peifect dtiumny 
suggested against bis honour, by a mail 
nlio raised another false accusation against 
him, of which he h.ul clc<ared himself, 
that he»icqueated him to sequester these 
Nuns, who pretended to be possessed, and 
cause them to be examined separately, 
and that if he found any appearance of 
possession, he would be pleased to nomi¬ 
nate some rrcUsuislicai persons, of a rc- 
quiMte ability and honesty, not suspected 
by linn tiie petitionei, as Mignon and bia 
adheiints weie, to esoreise them if tlieic 
wcic oceasioii, and to make his scilul 
process of that whiili should pi6.> at the 
exorcisms, to the end that he the pi luionci 
miglit be able afterwards to provide as he 
should see cause.—The Bailiil gaio Gran- 
diei an act of his issues and conclusions, 
arcoiding to his dtsiie, and told him, that 
it was Baire who did exorcise the day 
befnii, by the oiders of the Bishop of 
I’oitii rs, as he had Imasted in hn> pitscnce j 
adding, that he dirlaicd this to him, to 
the end that he miglit provide so as he 
thought fit, by wliicli Giandier understood 
that he should be icfciicd to his Bishop — 
The next day, October the 1 '?tli, the Bailiff, 
the Lieutenant Civil, the J.ieutenant Crl- 
midal, the King's Attoinev, the Lieutenant 
of the Provostship, and f)rshumtaux, fol¬ 
lowed by tlic clerks of the two jui isdictlons, 
went to the Convent at tight of thc^lock 
m the moining; they parsed the fust gate, 
which they found open, Mignon opined the 
second, and intioduced them into the par¬ 
lour,'he told them that the Nuns were pre- 
pai^g themselves for the Communion, and 
entreated them to letiie to * house which 
was on the other sUc of the street, whence 
he would canse them to be called within 
less than an hour. The^ went out, after 
they had given him notice of the petition 
prisimted by C'randicr to the Bailiff thn 
dav before. 

The lu ar being come, they entered all 
into the chapel of the Convent, and Barre 
coming to the gate with Mignon, told them, 
that be came fiom cxoi’Ctting^hc two pos>. 
sessed persons, who iiad‘ been delivered 
from thv unclean spirits by thiir ministty; 
that they had toilid at the exorii.ms since 
seven o'clock in the morning j that tliere 
had passed great wonders, of which they 
would diaw up on act; lint that they had 
not judged fit to admit other persons there

, except one of the Nuns, who had never 
hefbre that time been possessed.—>Thcy 
shall cause her to be visited by two or '■ 
three of the ablest Catholic physicians of 
the province t who, after their having con¬ 
sidered some days, or purgrd her, if they I 


think it fit, shall make their report. After 
the report of the physicians, tlieyaJiaH en¬ 
deavour, by menaces oi discipliAcs, if they 
judge it icquUito, or otiur natmal means, 
to dibcnver the truth, and whether the 
possession be not groundt il euh< i oa Lu- 
innurs, or on her wiliuintss, after these 
thin.;f,, if they seb some supcinatural signs, 
as h«n answeiing tin thoughts of the tliuo 
rxorcuits, which they shall tell thiir'coin- 
panions bccictly, and that she iktUics 
many things that weie done in a Ur distaut 
plait, or when there Is nosnspition that 
she could know, it at the tme she is it- 
quiri-d to tell it or, that in in iny .lud 
diffeicnt lanjiingps, she in ikes a disifliusc 
of light or tei; vvouU congiuous and tos 
herent; and that being bound hand .ind 
foot, and laid upon a qnilt on the ground, 
whcie they shall suffei h« r to lie without 
any one coming near hei, ‘he shall laibe 
herself up from the ground some tunsi- 
dcrable time.—In tins ease thij shall 
proceed to the exon isms, fastings and 
praycis being pTtvioiisIj obsenco; and in 
(ase that thi V came to the t xnrtisma, tlicy 
shall <Io all tlieir endeavour to make tlie 
devil give some visible, and not suspuiotis 
sign of his going out, and in exccviling 
this present order, .any other Piicsts, it 
they aic not Called hv the (omintm coi-sint 
of the threeComnnssaiH s, and not snspeet- 
ed, shall not intermiddh npon pnn of 
excommunication, speak to, nor toncii in 
any manni r of fashion the juisst ssi d —And 
m ease there an> nioie at tin same tiiiic, 
the same orjier shall lie nbsim d. And to 
the intent that some lilieitiiies flnv not 
speak ill of the rare the C'liuicli takes m 
Mich an oetunenee to shew the tinth of 
tin- possessions, and of the charitable suc¬ 
cours, that its niinistcis bring the Judges, 
the Bailiff, and Lieutenant Criminal only, 
and no others are desit ed to assist at the 
cxcrution of the picscnt oider; and to 
sign the verbal pioccss, wliicli shall be 
maik by the pel son nominated, vvho shall 
take for tbeir register tlic Piioi of the

“ A residntion had been taken in tlm 
King*s Counuil, to demolish all the castles 
■ml fortresses v^bich were in the heart of 
France, and to preserve only those of the 
frontieis.

unjustly, hv observing ncveitbcicbs tho 
fotinsol jubtiec. He had been alieody made 
m Diy tunes a Conimissaiy on tbcbluudv oe- 
cisions, and had the lionoui to be otien uf- 
tn wards. He lame to Loudun to acquit 
hiinselt ot the ernploviiient which had been 
given him. fUs piincipal conversation 
was presently with Memin do 8illv, a 
cicitnre of the Ciidinal’s; Mignon and 
liist'i lends applied themselveb toiMcinin, 
he piesentcd them to Laubardemont, bv 
whom thev weie veiv kindiv received, and 
who avclied, tint lie wonld be concerned 
foi the iiflioiit wliieli hid been done to all 
till pailv, and to tke Nun;, whose 8upc* 
1101 was Ills kinswom.in. Tin y consulted 
:o find out some means hy wliidi they 
iiinlit enu'ige the ('aidin)l to comui with

“ Theic was at that time about the 
Qnecn-Molher, a w'o.inin, named Haitimon, 
.vlio plea .cd tint Flint ess, upon an ocea- 
lon in wliicli she had the honour to talk 
0 her; she writs born at liOitdnn, amongst 
the ordinniy people, and there she had 
spent the gitater pait of her life. Gian- 
dier, who had been her panoii, and who 
knew aM the ingenious women in his parish, 
was paitienlarly aenneinted with her. 
There had been published, under her 
ntmc, a poignant satyr against the Minn- 
ters, bnt amve ail agauMt* tbe Cardinal, 
whereby many paitictshtHiles of his life 
and ministry were laid dpfca, for which be 
shewed much displeasure, and a very deep 
resentment. The conspirators judged it 
convenient to attribute this piece to Gran- 
ihcr, and to give out that lie kept a con¬ 
stant correspondence hy letters, with the 
said Hammon, oi whom he must needs * 
k*am what was contdinod in that satyr.

At his drpirUirc he left at Loiuiun 
the deviU, w’ueli his pit • nee hid le-, 
railed thither, thx'igli they had been 
dispersed by the pusonec of tlio i.\r«.li- 
bishop of Boiiideaiu. They letuincd 
then, ns into a house swr pt and g ir 
nished, fit to iceeii e m itiv ntlu rs, svho failed 
not to aci ompany tlicm thither. The Su- 
peiioraiid Sister Cliii had not the lionoai 
only to leci ive thes' gut sts j they look pos¬ 
session of fivu other Nuns, LcsidtS siv 
which were beset, and two bcwiuliid 
Theyftook also a turn to the town nl 
Cbinon, wlit le theylodi ed tlioniseUes, as jt 
were, in the house of a iiiend and .e- 
quaintance, w ith two veiy devout seriilar 
maids, whose Confi-isoi Baire wxs, as 
Mignon was of tho^e of Loudim, possessed, 
beset, 01 bewitched. There was wiitten 
afterwards by these Priests, or by ihcir 
fiends, a book intituled, TAr Demommania 
rf Loudun^ wherein arc contained all the 
names of the devils, and of all the maids 
who were tormented, whose jpains and suf¬ 
ferings being therein described, without 
doubt, excited an extraordinary compassiun 
in the hearts of all good persons who read 
it, and gave ciedit to all that was there 
related. 

“Whilst the devils were tbns employed, 
tojhe great astonishment of all people, who 
believed that they would never presume to 
return, and who could not comprehend or 
divine upon what ground they had that

ns the C’oinmissi.jii ii'ipurtcd. The as- 
tonishmnit howevii increased yet, when 
they s'lw with what violence they used the 
authoiitv they had in tliiirh.iiu1s; for they 
began, coiitiaiy to all the inlesof Justice, 
with the iinpiisonment ni Guindicr, befoic 
they hud made any inioiinotion against 
him, to the end that this blow might be

be Liberty of the Piess. I am hu^riu], 
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thon^ not very sjo^uine, that the fulfill* 
meat of Uie prophecy ot Abbe Seye^ may be 
the lebuit of that diticn4<>ion—that the Pitns 
may oot only yet change the fate of Europe, 
hut the face of the Univcis . It was one oi 
the articles ot the Coiisiitutinnal Chatter 
fLoposed lor Uic accrpt.tiicc of Louis the 
£ig1iteentli, that “ the Liberty of the 
Fires', should be respected.'* Tbii stipula¬ 
tion has been considered of such vast iin- 
portaiicc by all paitiis, that it has occupud 
the Jirsl atti ntion, which the Ciown and 
the Chamber of Deputies could bestow on 
the formation of the law^. The King, in 
>rirtue of the liglit winch he enjovs by tht 
Constitution, submitted, in the bi .t in¬ 
stance, a pro]et ot tbe i ilendrd l.'W to the 
Chamber, lu that piojit it wa^ niopo^cil 
to have a censoisl ip on the Puss; th it is a 
discictiotaary powei confeiud on two pei- 
sons, appoint., d by the Ciuwo, to anthoiise 
or icstrain the pii.iting of anvwmk nhich 
they might approve oi di-.app’-ovc ot. The 
•ubject liaving been referred to a Commit¬ 
tee, it appears from their rcpoit, that a 
majority disippiovcd of the epjioinlmtnt of 
censors, witile it seemed to be the i^neial 
opinion, that some regulations should be 
established .as topropiielois of ncsvspapcis, 
in order to lender them a« count \l»lc (or 
their writings. Wh.atescr way this busi¬ 
ness may teniiinatc, it seems to me, at pie- 
sent, that the Frenrh pi opie are fully im¬ 
pressed with the inipoitance of a free 
press f and, as thi y now enjov the right of 
discussion, both in the Li;.i-.l itirc Undy, 
and in their journals, to .1 grc.iter extent 
than they enjoyed at .my foimei penod, I 
do not think they svill easily consent to the 
introduction of a law, wI’kIi would iofal- 
lifily reduce them to the degraded state 
they svere in liefore the Ri volution.

manded the liberty of the piess, as une of 
the bsses on which the social edifice was

Lord Cochranl to his CoNfsTircsArra. 

The ill-iulared tlitogs which were ooid 
la the ilousc of Comtnoas agaiui>t mj 
Lord Cocliranc, has induced his Lordship 
dgxin to come forward in ck'tence of b» 
chxiacter. 'J'lus was not neco8i>ai7 for the 
satisfictiun of the tc(lcctingp.nt of society, 
who ha\c long been roiniiiced, that bn 
l.ouUhip was marked out, fmm tho begio- 
ntiig, and without any ju,t cause, as avictlra 
to ti>c b.iscst connplio.i, .ind the mokt un- 
parailulud villatiy. J)at it was proper, for 
tlic Hike of w'eak minds, who are al«.iyt 
the prey of designing knaves, that the ex¬ 
planation phouid be given. 'J'hat it did 
notappeu moncr, cannot be attiihnted^to 
any pioerastinalion on the pait l.<ord 
Cochiane, but must be laid to the door of 
Ins doUcitoj s, who, instead ot promptly fnr- 
nlslnng his Lord&liip with such a state¬ 
ment of facts (winch they were bound in 
honour and justice to do), as would have 
enabled him ii>imrdj.itely to lefntc the new 
calumnies of bis enemies, these tvry Ao- 
mnrubk Sol.citors, after keeping Ins Lord- 
ship's letter by them unanyweied no less 
than 4iin$ day’ll deigned at last to return 
It with their fiiii i^tosti, and a positioe re¬ 
fusal to give my Lord Cochrane any an¬ 
swer to tho queries he had put to them.— 
The long silence of these gentlemen pro- 
dueed an effect, which it is more than pro¬ 
bable, they intended. Dining the intcival 
an iinfivoMiablc infeienco was drawn fiom 
lus LouUliip's silence, liigbly gialifjingto 
fais peistculois.

Noless than Jive of these unhappy wietches, 
it is 84id in the London papers, me to he 
executed at the Old Bailey, on hfonday 
next' It was a elrcmiutance wluch, I 
am pcihuudcd, eveiy good man must de¬ 
plore, that the Bill, some short time ago, 
btought into Pailiaincnt by Sir Samuel 
Romilly, for the purpose of abolishing the 
punishment of death, in the case of sti altng 
in a shop to the amount of shiiting’i^ 
was tbiown out of the House of J^rOids, 
though it had previously' puawd the Com¬ 
mons by a great majorit).—It is not my 
intention here to rntei ai>on the question, 
wlietlu r the higher House have a light to

The reason is 
plain ,"90 means arc used to reclaim Bie 
wicked when they are first detected perpe- 
tratiug a crime} they AM assosiated in 
prison with those who hayo, Wdnx^^d 
niiiqpitr; they, of course, ffboome b^rdeit^ 
in their giul^ totaUy ^ 
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sHme of a pnblic expiation, and, at Uat, 
calculate on thegulluus as being but a mo¬ 
mentary piinishnu'iit-—a bad lulf-liout in 
tbcjr kicked CHirci. In some* caseb the 
nntoitunatc ci'lpiit has been k’lown to c\- 
iiibit s«'mptvni 3 of pmitroct., but u'Im 
one real iintanec of lias lio-s occuricil, ten 
otlwrs, of a cuntraiy dcfcciiption, could be 
jiilduced.

and if a similar policy weie to influence 
hose ■who have the power of enai ting l.iws 
in the mother country, the dreadful rrimcs 
which aie (o frequently pet petrated here, 
and which excite teiror and dismay among 
all ranks, would cease of tiieir oirn accord. 
Instead of our Legislators employing them, 
selves in the enactment of new penal codes- 
low gratifying would it lie, to nnd them a< 
zealously ocnipicd with the education of 
the poor; that qlass of society of all others 
he most addicted ’0 vice, because they are 
the most ignorant. How pleasing would 
t be, to find the Government reco^ising 
ill their enactments this salutary principle, 
tliat to educate the people, is to inspire 
them with virtuons sentiments, to habituate 
them to do homage to viKue, to detest 
crimes, and to shrink from disgiace. Such 
nn education would prove highly beneficial, 
hy the examples which it would constantly 
prodtico of talents gnd virtue acqnmB|[ 
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bonoar And fortune, Trbilc tbooe wlio jbi- 
ilulged in Vice, met their renard in con¬ 
tempt and infamy. Nothing, faeftid^ 
TTOuld tend moi'e to give Rtahiiity to a vir> 
tnons Government than to promote the dii' 
fosion of knowledge amongst ita ritiaens. 
Neither the Crimea of trenaun nor mlition 
woald be beard of. The aecorit) ot ,the 
State \\ould be iiitei woven with tin ‘Security 
of the people. Whatever dangeia threat¬ 
ened the one, would be (onaidei'ed in¬ 
volving the fate of the other) and both 
united oil the ba&ia of just and equitable 
laws, might safely calcmatc on escaping 
those divadful convulsions winch have ao 
often overthiown States and empiiva. 

Tliis is a subject u)>nn which much could 
be said ^ but, as J fa.ivc alieady exceeded 
the liDUiiih of ail oidinary letter, 1 may, 
peihiips, entreat you to indulge me, on 
another occasion, with the insertion of 
some additional remarks.—'Vonrs, &c.

Envoys of the Courts .illied to Sweden, 
charged with a specMl intssior to Norw.iv, I 
hasten to rcoly conformably with iny duties 
to the people of Noi way, und to the regard 
due to the overtures you aie coininissioiicd 
to make—The happiness of Norway is the 
sole object of iny actions. The Norwegian 
nation, delivered from the oath of lidelity to 
the King of Denmark, and not arknowlcdg- 
itig his power to cede (hem in f.ill Soiereign- 
ly and property to the King of Sweden, as 
mil as justly iriitated by Icainnigit was a 
prtKcipil condition that Swedish troops 
should take possession ol torlicsscs never oc¬ 
cupied by Danish troops during the union, 
wished to nvtiil tlieinsclues of those rights, 
which in similar cases belong, according to 
public opinion, to every nation—Aware of

Symptoms of sMf indiearion to 
support tho great uause of fieform, have 
sometimes, I allow, shewn themselves in 
otheaf^aces ; but these have been so par¬ 
tial, and $0 shoit li!^, that, instead of 
malice and injustice being thereby inti- ' 
midated, tliey have become tern times more 
dairing in their unblushing canrt , and the 
strong hold of corruption has at last become 
so form&lable, that nothing short of the 
rcitcratcl remonstrances of almost a whole 
people can induce its partisans to abandon 
any of their destructive projects.

was indicted, I admit that he is siillering 
fuetly; but if he was not guilty; if it now 
appears, that the verdict returned against 
him proceeded upon a drffvt in the evi¬ 
dence j uf it has been deaily asetrtainedi 
that he would have been entitled to an ue» 
yuiuai upon other evidence, which was imi> 
iroperly kept back on thetiial; then, 1 
-ay, that bis present imprisonment is ros- 
'■rary to all tdq# that 1 can form oijuetke. 
Now, how dMM-tfae fact stand f hly ‘Loiid ' 
CochratR ^(fd to pnM his innocence, if * 
he was alllie^ a. new trial j but this Wa* 
refused, oii*''tw ground that it was con-, 
racy td a twin of Conii. Well, then, hid 
'ordiMp imd no alternative but to appedl 
|o Parllame^tt, who, a» the guardiam of 
he lan\ it' natarally to be expected 
ould cor^^the apniicatlon of any regu* 
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latlon of our Courts, which ovidcnUjr tended 
to promote iiyuaticv! But here again 
' Lord Cochi ane was disappointed. His »> 
sewed offer to establish his rntirr ittnocmre, 
was met, not by a counter proposal to 
provt his guUt, but by a standing order of 
the House, that the veidict of guilty was 
sufficient ^ itse^^ not only to justify hn 
eapuisioii, but to warrant a njusal of all 
fnrtbejr legal inyestigation in his case. 
This, 1 bdieve, itwul be'allowed on all 
hands, is an exact statement ot facts. Bat 
although Lord Cochrane was refused a 
new trial by the Judge tliat condemn., d 
him, and although all Rirthrr enquiry was 
denied him in the House of Commons, this 
could not prevent bis constituents from 
takii^ up his cause,* nor from examining 
his .Lordship's proofs. Neither could it 
prevent them from prononnciiig an unani¬ 
mous veidict of Not Gwifty, as the result 
of that examination. Nor has this declor 
ration of Lord Cochrane's perfect tuno- 
eence been confined to the Llecton of 
Wostmiuster. It is a sentiment which 
pervades the whole countiy, and amongst 
all classes, except those (thank God they 
are few) who are either naturally mali- 
eions, or interested in the degradation 
of hk Lordship.—In such circumstances, 
what dors reason say’ what does common 
sense dictate i Why, that Lord Cochrane, 
bring innocent in the eifts nf ntarhf the 
•uitiole population g/* Gicat JBrtttti/t, is en¬ 
titled to be relieved of all and every part of 
the sentence passed upon htiii. It is not of 
the pillory, or of the fine, or of o.iy one pai- 
ticular,of which he bos aright to compl-tm 
liioie thujs another. He is entitvfy inno¬ 
cent, and therefoi until the sentence i'. 
tnltreltf revoked, be ought not, and cannot 
be 8atisfied.--~£veiy moment he is tlepiivcd 
of his liberty is a real punishment, and 
thatjpunisbroent he is sufiering contrary^ to 
JofitKe^ because he is snfTcring for a crime 
srhich be did mt commit. But his Lord¬ 
ship, ur are told, must contmnein prison 
iu viitue of the hw. This is as rnurh as 
to say, tliat law and jtnUce are tmtraty to 
each other. Did not the law, bottever, 
originate with the people > Aw not the 

n ic the wurce of all judicial aflthofity > 
have tliey not a right to reaMmstnte 
against every undue and rigorous exercise 
of the law These are propwitions which 
cannot 1m disputed. Yit, although but 
one opinion prevails as to tho inno¬ 
cence of Lord Cochmoe ^ althmigh no one 
'iis indignation at the 


treatment bis Lordship has rrceised ; it is 
strange, it is unaccountable, tliat no oiea- 
sures have been adopted to obtain ins ie> 
lease from pmon# It has been seen, that 
he will never condescend to ask for lucicy } 
that iiis noble and exalted mind svill nut 
allow him to stoop to soluit any boon.— 
But why should this resolution on the pait 
of Loid Cochrane, deter bis constitm nts 
fioin doing tins for hifii’ Why should 
tliey, or the country at large, peimit any 
individual to remain in prison, esen lor 
one hour, of whose innocence the} arc fi*ll} 
satwTied, without attempting, ut least, to 
effect his liberty by means which are per¬ 
fectly constitutional, and which can he so 
easily resorted to^ If tiie case of a piivnte 
individual, placed in these circiimslanccs, 
ought to arouse public attention, boss muth 
mote forcibly does the case of Lord Coch¬ 
rane call for public intcifercnce. As 4 
member of parliament, duly returned, it is 
for tlie honour of the House that the 
stigma, svhich has been attempted to be 
fixed upon bis Lordship, should be in¬ 
stantly wiped away by his liberation, ft 
is for the honour of tiic Electors of AVest- 
minstcr, that none of tbcir Bepresentatises 
should be placed in a degraded situation, 
and, where this has been aimed at, that 
they should be piompt in the exercise «f 
tlicir privileges, to rescue him from it.

betf and bremt warriors, that they peimit 
him, though innocent, to waste hh> precious 
hours in so sbamefid pn abstraction from 
Bis public doty, and from *11 the comfort* 
of life ! Noj the people ef England may 
now be kss active tana they were formeily 
in asserting their rights; but they aie not 
the less Just, All they require is to be 
put in die way of doing what is ri|^ ; all 
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they need is ait exftmple set belore tfaeih 
to guide their conduct. Too much M^isc 
cannot he given to the Electors of West¬ 
minster, for their fearless and upright con¬ 
duct on Gveiy occasion where *Uiey could, 
With proprU'ty, assert the lights of the 
boiiiiti j; and', as justly remarked in the 
folloiving Address, they have in this last 
inHliiiu, if possible, surpassed themselves.

of iiiuimttf stnrc the rceerpt of the uu'jul 
iiariaat for hitcxtrutiorr. 'While in the 
press-sard, he distoitcd his tuuntepance 
iioriiblv. lie was the filth who mounted 
the srafloUl, and he appi tied anxious to 
do so , he I an up the steps finm the 1)i fa- 
tors' doo! with gieit lapid.tv } and having 
gained the sunuiut of the niatijiin, began 
to kick and danre, and often exclaimed, 
I’m Loid AVellington.” The licv Mr. 
Cotton, who oJlieiati d for the fust time ns 
Oidinair, enjoined him to prayer, while 
the rxrrutioiier was performing Ins ofHtc, 
to which, however, he paid but little atten¬ 
tion, ami continiird to clap his hands as 
iar ns ho wn- permitted b) the extent of 
the coul Aliieheli was next to him, and 
often invited him to prayer. All that 
could he done was> tncffectual, and it was 
deemed nrecssnrv to have two men, who 
held him duiing the awful eeremony.—> 
When they released him for the purpose of 
the Lord’s Prayer being said, be turned 
ronnd and round, and began to dance, and 
oft« n voeiferated, ** Look, at me, I’m liord 
Wellington.” Tbc dreadful state in which 
he appeared, induredllfr. Smith, the Under 
ShcrllF, to request the Ordinary to dis¬ 
pense with tbe formality of ceremony, and 
to give the usnal signal for their lieing 
laonched into eternity, At 20 minutes 
past eight o'clock, the signal was given, 
and the platform fell. Scarcely, however, 
had tbe sufferers dinpt, before, to the awe 
and astonishment of every beholder, Ashtrm 
rebonnded from the rope, and was instan- 
taneons'y seen dicing near the Ordinary, 
and crying out very loudly, and apparently 


unhurt, ** tVliat do yon think of me} ant 
1 not Lord Wellington now.” He then 
danced, clapjicd iiiv hands, and huzzaed. 
At length the exreutioaer was compelled 
to get upon the seafibld, and to push him 
forcibly horn tiw place on which he stood, 
He seemed to meet hts fate in gicat apny, 
and died in streng convulsions.”—-—Now, 
Mr. («bbett, without saying a single word 
to increase the hotiot which eveiy one 
must feel on a baie peiusal of this htatc- 
nieiit, I kliuultl like to he informed, if the 
laws of this rnuntry, like the laws of the 
Medt’b and Peivmns, arc so inflexible, so 
iiicvocalile, that even the sovereign power, 
the fount lin of merer, was precluded ex* 
tending itself to an object that called so 
loudly, as in this ease, fur the interposition 
of that Godlike altiibiitc I do not mean 
to ssy any tiling hcie res|)ceting the justire, 
or even the policy, of inflicting the punish* 
ment of death on account of the crime for 
wliieli this man was condemned to aufler. 
But I cannot, in anj possible way, scpainte 
fioni my mind the idea of barbatity, when 
I contemplate the fact of putting a man to 
death, who, it is plainly admitted, was at 
th.it moment, and had been for at least 
turn days btfurc, in a state of menial de- 
ran^ement ; who had been aiHicted with a 
maUdy, which rendcicd him totally insen¬ 
sible to the awful hituation in wLich he 
stood—-and was utterly incapable of re¬ 
ceiving that spiritual aid, which even the 
law considered essential to tlie dctei mining 
}f bis fate in another world. Where would 
have been the danger, or ^bere the dif¬ 
ficulty, ol suspending the evveution of the 
sentence, until it was seen whether he ro- 
ioveied his senses^ Even had the Al¬ 
mighty, ,who deptived him of them, kept 
' im always in that condition, what injuiy 
ivould bociely have sustained, had he never 
iuflered the punishment awarded for his 
rime ’ It was, in fact, no punishment to 
he criminal to put him to death in these 
ircumbtances. 0n the rontraiv, such waa 
he dreadful nature of his malady, that it 
was to him an hour of tiiiimpfa and exnlta* 
ion} and I am persuaded there were none 
iresent who were not folly convinced, as I 
.m, that, if ever there was an object in 
whose favouy mercy ought to be extended, 
his miserable wictch was one.—There 
'ere enough of other examples before the 
gaping crowd { anditwassurelvill-tudged, 
ly this aet of severity, to familiarize the 
'uhllc mind to greater acts of croclty, or 
inhinoaoity, thui what usually accumpanj 
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oar {Hiblio arecutions. Perhatn, after all, 
no applioalioa was made, in tiw propei 
quarter, for even a temporal^ stnpension 
of the scqtcnce. It» more than probable, 
that no one ever felt so much interest in 
the wretched man’s case, as to lead to a 
single word being utteicd ju bu behalf.— 
It IS not amongst jailors that we are always 
to look for the most bnlliaiil examples of 
bumadity. Bat as others, in whom it 
might be expected theie was someyrhat of 
the milk ol fauinan kindness, must have 
had arccss to the prisoneis after they were 
informed of the watranl for then execu* 
tion. It might have been expected that 
tlicv would not have aveilooked tiub man’b 
case. Had 1 been the Oidinaiy, for in¬ 
stance, who attended on tins ocr.tsion, 1 
would have considered it my bounden duty, 
not only to have administeted bpintual 
consolation to those who were capabk of 
reeiivtti/r zV, but, in a special manner, to 
have repotted the deplorable situation in 
which i found the unfortunate maniac.— 
It may be, that be did so, and tint liis 
endeavours proved unavailing. In which 
«ver way then the fact stands} vrbethci a 
man, known to be inssuie*, and conse- 
* l*tun veiy adveisr to Gomuarisons. u ibvy

ing exposition of the law by Sir IMatthew

* a capital ofience, he becomes of nonsanc 
' memory, execution shall be stayed; for 

* per idventure, says the humanity of the 

* English law, had the piisoner been of 

* sound memoiy, be might have alleged 

* something in stay of judgment or cxecu-

Liberty of the Press. 
Mr.Cobbett.— The necesipty of the li¬ 
berty of the press to tbe happiness of man¬ 
kind, and the well-being of an enlightened 
State, no person can doubt. It is, therefore, 
highly desirable that some definite law, set¬ 
tling the limita of discussion, should beestab- 
lishra} fbr unless a law be definite it must 
leave mneh to the discretion of Judges, 
and cannot be perfect. Tbe foimationof 
such a law is said to be very difficnlit 
but still I cannot think it impracticabU*. 
To satisfy you that it is not, 1 send yon 
the follovrmg “ plan of a law,*’ which will, 
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at leasts' give some idea how far we may 
go tawirdB settUng the difiereoco between 
libels and the liberty of the press. 

Ist. 1 would declare spetulattoe discus- 
^iott a general right j being convinced tliat 
any evil nhicli may attend it can bear no 
p.'oporlion to the good. The gieatcst 
diiucultv is aith regard to proposals which 
nia^ be m<ido fui alteratitmsiii the Consti¬ 
tution ; such as au Klee tivc Senate instead 
of a bercdituiy House of Pcets} or the 
sppiration of Ireland fiom Great Britain. 
But tven in this case, I can see no evil. 
Jf the plan ii beneficial, it should bo 
adopted—II it is not, it will out he adopted} 
foi, setting aside the chance that truth will, 
Among entighlenod men, always prepon- 
delate, we have seen the best of plans, for 
instance P.irhamentaiy Rifonn, long re¬ 
sisted, notvvithstinding all the clamours of 
the press. How, then, shall u bad plan be 
adopii d ^ 

jtd. I would hold that a libellous publl- 
ration, wliii h should call upon the people 
to rise and do any act contriry to aq 
existing lai/, or in pieventioii of the exe- 
< utio 1 of the orders of Government} such 
ss a pioclamation leqiiiring the people to 
rescue any person iro.n the onicers of 
)ustice , 01 aadressed to a regiment going 
nil foreign servire, inloiming them that 
tlicv were to be carrit'd to a iidkioiis cli¬ 
mate, and advising them to mutiny and 
disobey. 

3d. 1 would distinguish between libels 
against Ministeis orolilcul men, and those 
against piivate individuals. Wilh regard 
to characters of the former description, I 
considci a person who accepts an official 
situation in the same circumstances as an 
author who challenges criticism, and seeks 
applause at the haitaid of censure. It 
will sometimes, indeed, happen that criti¬ 
cism on a public character, as well as on 
on author, U unfair. This is rather to 
he regretted, but cannot be prevented} as, 
among many opinions, some must always 
be eironcous. Bat it is of so much more 
importance that the truth, with icgatd to 
the affairs of a nation, including the hap- 
. pincss of millions, should be Known, than 
that the feelings of an individoal should not 
be hurt—that compaiison is set at nought. 
Besides, there could bo no in)us(ice in the 
case. A public character would accept 
bis office undci the condition of unlimittcd 
, animadvcrsioii} and if he felt it disagree¬ 
able, he ennid ictirc. 

4tli, Wi})! togard tp i^ial, persons 


charged with an act, such as putting meu 
to death contrary to law, or without 
law, I wouldi allow the puhlitdicr to provo 
the tiuth of his statement} ahd tf be 
failed, putiisb him as a libeller. 

5th. 1 would distinguish an official per¬ 
son’s private, from his public charactOTp 
With regard to libels against bis privato 
chaiacter, such as a charge of thof^ or 
swindling, 1 would allow him the beneK of 
the law as appheabie to private individuals, 

6 th. With regard to private individual^ 
I would allow till law to renudn nearly as 
it is} that IS, 1 would bold th« publication 
of all unnecessaru facts, prejudicial to a 
private pemon’s enameter, as lifacUous, and 
that tbo greater truth, the greater libel. 
Consequently he would be entitled to prose¬ 
cute for damages, or penal punishment, ac¬ 
cording to liis pkosore. But 1 would hold 
justifiable, discussion, or the publication of 
any fact, regarding a private individual, 
even although prejudicial, which were m- 
erssary for the ptddtr good. 1 would also 
hold justifiabk‘, discussion, or the publi¬ 
cation of any fact fr the benefit of any 
public hotlif or institution^ although in- 
jni'ious to a private individual; such aa 
vshercthc publisher were a subscriber to 
an hospital, and the person against whom 
the publication was directed, or the eliai^ 
made, the physician of that hospital. I 
would likewise hold jostifiaUe, the publi- 
cation of fact injurwiis to a private indi¬ 
vidual, where the publication were ncpcs- 
saiy to sey^defence. But provided always 
the fact stated were true. 

7tb. With regard to libels against fo¬ 
reign potentates with whom we were at 
eacc, (for in a state of war abuse seems to 
e fair hostility) I would consider such po¬ 
tentates in pieeiscly the same situation as 
one of our own Ministers (not the King, for 
he can do no wrong)} and if they did not 
cbusc to prosecute in our Courtsi, we would, 
supposing no alternative, go to ^vilh 
them rather than renounce a right which 
is certainly as important as nptny oUicn 
for which we hnvo gone to war, 

Last'y. I would legislate, that no person 
should beset in the pillory for a libel, nor be 
imprisoned more than one year, oor pay a 
fine of more than 500/. for any socb of- 
Amce} impiisonment for the above, or any 
shorter period, and fine to the above or any 
10*3 amount, to be inflicted at the diserr- 
tion of the Judge, or conviction W a Juryy 
and damages to juffividnals to he ^cd by a

Mr. CooBj-rr.-It is no longer a 

matter of doubt, that this inlcroal and 
dread tribunal liaa been is'storcd, in all 
the plenitude of its power, in the domi- 
nions of the Pope, in the kingdom of Spain, 
and In all those countries tvlit tc the influ¬ 
ence of the Catholic elerg) predominates. 
Much as h IS been said, and that with great 
truth, against that horrid traffic the Slave 
Tisulo, I c*nnot but express my suqii i->e, 
that the re establishment ut the loquiiition 
111 F.nropc, has excited no apparent indigna¬ 
tion in the buMirtn of those v^o fuel so warm¬ 
ly interested in the case of the injured Afi i- 
can. I should besorry to think that this indit- 
ference arose from antipathy to Bonaparte, 
who, it IS well known, abolished the Inquisi¬ 
tion in all those places to which h. > kifltiencc 
extvided. J should regret extremely, if 
the in I'll y Napoleon flas done to the latise 
of liberty, should have sofai influenced the 
fiiends of ircodom, as to lender them care¬ 
less about svhat he aoromplibhcd in the 
ctu^ of humanitv. Eitlier a Iceling of 
tbU kind i& now almost uiiivdsal as to the 
riuelties and the injustice practised in the 
Holif Office, 01 the people of this countis 
are totally unarquainled with the real cha¬ 
racter of that hellish tribuniJ, and with the 
number of innocent \ ictlms it has immo¬ 
lated on * the altar of its dialiohcal auper- 
stition.-oIncUned as I am to attrilratc the 
general apathy which pievails on this iin- 
poitanL Rubjoct, tpithc want of proper ir- 
lorination rebpertiiig it| I should Uke to 
bear that some publication wob in contem¬ 
plation, calculated, at a cheap late, to put 
the public in possession oi krcnnitaiofor- 
Aation ns to an institidion, the existence of 
which appears to me to be attended’ with 
mo^efo,!^ cousequtqccs, aud greater dis- 
gSMe to nations, who call thcuiselTe^ ciri- 
lizea, than even the Slave Trade, infamoos 
and cruel as that abominable traffic is al¬ 
lowed to be. In my enquiries into this, 


subject, I lately laid my hands upon a small 
volume, oontaiiiing a variety of intcicsting 
and apparently Well authenticated cases of 
individuals, who had suffered the niobt un¬ 
heard of tortures in this sancUfied office, 
under the pretence of real fur religion. 
This volume wants the title page, but it 
appears to have been printed about tho 
year 1750. It contains a paitiudir ac¬ 
count of the Inquisition j and the cincltios 
practised there are aptly illustrntcd by en- 
gravinj^, such as drawing the objects of 
tbcir fury to the ceiling by a pullr, the 
cold tied round both hands, while a large 
weight is listened to the feet; stietching 
out tho body on a machine until the whole 
joints ciack; burning the soles of the feet; 
and pouring boiling liquids down the throat 
—all to t rto, t confession finir the arciised. 
Here also is a piLture rcpicscnti'ig what 
these fat/;/ec/barbaiians call, an actof f'utfk, 
in which the King and Quern ot Spun, 
suii'oundcd hy then nobles, aie seen wit¬ 
nessing, with the greatest complaceiicy, the 
tying to the stake, and burning a numbe r 
of unfoKunate wretches who had been 
doomed, after undergoing the tnrtuie, to 
expiate, in the flames, the crimes said to 
have been committed against the Ao/r/ fuiih, 
blit whose greatest guilt consisted in some 
tiifling olTcncc unintentionally given the 
blood-thirtity Monks, oi m being lie her 
than their neighliours, which, with sumc 
iaiiatics, is a more enormous ciiine than 
the Rin against tho Holy Chost. \\'itli 
tin* vicwAb.it this book mav bccntirclv ic- 
pii'itcd, I shall leave it with the publi.liri 
ol the Regis'iiir. Meanwhile, I entieat 
v.nir insrrtioii of the following extract, 
which, IS it eoiitains an account of pro 
erediiicfs witnessed by the nairxtor, who 
had bee n iSW rctarrf to the Inqtasitien, is, I 
think, entitled to the greatest credit — 
“Ml. Bower (an Englishman) sa;s, 
that vvhat first occasioned him to contrive 
his escape from the Inquisition, was tlie 
crueltv exoieiscd theie, particularly on 
two gentlemen whose stones he thus re¬ 
lates —.Information having been given to 
the Inquisition at Macerata, that a gentle¬ 
man had been guilty of speaking disrespect¬ 
fully of their office; all imaginable dili- 
gcnce was used to discover him; and 
advertisements fixed up at Home, and other 
places, describiog him to be a tall black 
man with an imMdiment in bis Rpeech.iM- 
One of their enwMariea happening to be af 
Florence, in the puMib walks, met with a 
person whom ho thought answered the 
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de4fij|}tton. Accordingly he spared no 
pains lo hisinnate hunsett into bis iu^uftint> 
auicc; and succeeded so (art the gen" 
tlcman finding hini'to bo a stranger, oflered 
to shew him the priurlpatcniiositirs of tbr 
place; and entertained him, at his boose, 
in a free and hospitable manner.—After 
some time, the stranger told him that he 
hoped lie ivould siiflerhimto return tlio ob¬ 
ligation, by accompanying him to Home ; 
and passing somo days svith him at bis 
scot. III the neighbourhood of tbit city, 
stheic he found the gentleman had never 
yet been.— Vceordinglv they set out toge¬ 
ther, and instead of cart}mg him to any 
house of bis own, he led bun diicctly to 
the polare of the Inquisition at Maceiata, 
wheie, after biluging him to the gicat 
hall, he desired lum to amuse himself witi 
tin paintings theie , and extu^e his leaving 
him a little, to mvp the neicssarv ordeis in 
the —-Whi'it hr w i> thub admiiin*; 

tilt grindeurol the place, and siupectinr, 
horn the ikliness of tin tiuniture, that lit 
had not tinted his fiiend with the respect 
that uas his due he observed soveial per¬ 
sons peeping liv one at tl'f door, and 
atirmg 111111 iiill in the fiic.—Upon this, 
seeing no sion of his rompanion’s n'tnrn, 
he began to suspect some trciichen, aud 
was just stepping out v hen a person r imc 
up to him, ard encpuMig wh'ie he was 
going, told l•lnl, that nobn Iv was s'llTerod 
todcpait (heme* that l.i u is now in the 
lull 01* the Iiiq'iisiiion, and mu‘t eci* iln’v 
have been guil(> of some gie.it crimf,oi 
he would not have been I'loiiglit th'thci ; 
80 that h'j must take up his abode tin le.— 
Jramedlitelv he wis tliruit d iwn In*o the 
dungeon; wlicie, aftei btio'j tcc^ foi a week 
with bread and witer, he was brought up 
in the middle of the night, to a roem hung 
with black, where the Council of t'lcfnciui- 
sition was sitting (one of which was Jlfr. 
Bower himself),where he was told, hv the 
Inquisitor General, that ho must reit.iinlr 
have been guilty of some gitat ofTc iicc for 
the holy Inoaisitioi; never acenaed anv one 
rashly, so that he must consider what it 
was, and impeach himself.—Upon his pio- 
testing bis innocenre, be was prepared for 
the torture, whicht was idflieted in thi(i 
manner. The unhappy man was stripped 
naked, and hy means of four ropes, which 
xan upon as manv pollics, at each cornor 
of the room, his arms abd legs were ex-’, 
’ tended, within one 'degree of breaking; 
and he was laid od h« bock with an iron 
vpiko fixed under this condition < 


he lay for some time, in extreme augnish; 
but bill I refusing to accuse himself, be was 
remanded back to faw dongCnn, i^cre be 
had not been long, befi*re the la^nisition 
having dispatched an eXprebs to Komc, 
with their suspicions, that, Irom bis resolu¬ 
tion, and other circuro^anecs, be could Aot 
be tliu man they imagined, received for 
answer, tiiat they need give themselves no 
furllicr tiooble aboatbim, for'tbat they bad 
discovered the true offender; upon which 
this grntleman was dmhaiged, after they 
had given him an oath of secrecy. But 
the hkidbhips, under which ho had laboured, 
and the torments he had su&red, had so 
far deprived him of the use of his faeuities, 
that he continued the remaindor of his lifo 
senseless and distracted in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Maeerata. 

“ Th s, Mr. Bower says, shocked him 
evtmnelv. But wiiiil determined him to 
leave tlu*m, when opportunity ofiered, was 
the tollouing affair, which he ielates thus: 
— As a nobuman (a friend of bis) who was 
]'ist mariied, was walking in his garden 
With III, Isdv, two Capucliiii Friars passed 
by with lii''ir feet and heads ^aio, and the 
mortilving g.iib of their order. When 
tliev wen* gut out of hearing, he expressed, 
to Ins wife, lus surprize, that any person 
eoiild be so fir inf iteated, as to believe 
that ‘urh a partieulai dress could be ineii- 
toiioiis in the sinhtof God —Unhappily for 
film. Ji > u as overheard l.v the 1 i iars, who 
midt then leport to (he Inqur-itian. Mi. 
Bou ■!, as 0*10 of the Inquisituis, was oj- 
e’ered to take a S'lfhcuiit (’'lard, which 
tlrvaiwavs ind in waiting, to being Ins 
IIliintimate fiiend bofoie tlic*!«. It would 
have iiccn vain fur him to have exprmiSed 
die reliietance be igwaidly felt; for the 
least signs of it miglit have proved fatal to 
hims i* About the middle of the night, 
be and hia attendants appeared before the 
hob!' man’s dooi; wlten, upon (heir knock¬ 
ing, a vcpvant lucked out ol a window, and 
enquiring who was there, was answered, 
the holy Inquisition * upon this, knowing 
the coDsequencM* of a rcfosal, he hastened 
down, opened the door, and conducted them 
into the bed-chamber, where the new mar¬ 
ried couple were fast asleep.—'Fhe first 
who waked was the lady, who, seeing kuch 
» crew of ruffians in the room, screamed 
out, for which she was aahited by one of 
them with a blow on the face, that mOd* 
the blood gush odt. Mr. Bower was much 
nragedat tb»,'iiid asking the fellow what 
authority ho had for auch ao uoparalleied 
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ficceAf crnclty, threatened luin severely, 
jtnd aftcnvAids had him {mnishcd in au 
cx^piai y manner.—This n akeued Ihe hus- 
hand, who being vei) mueh sdipitzed at 
^har had happened, casting his eyes on Mi. 
Bowel,ciied out, Ait,my tiiend, is it yon' 
Yes, be replied, it is ) and >ou must immc' 
diatcly lise and tollow me. This he soon 
complied with. Accordingly be was con¬ 
ducted to the Tncjoisition, where {ic was 
told, he was cotainly guilty of some gieat 
ciinie^ and lli it he had a week gt\en him 
to recollect iiimscif wli.it it was, and so ac¬ 
cuse himself—All th it time he was con- 
fiucd in a dungeon, and led with notliiig 
but bread and natcr, in oidcr to wiAen 
him, and icnder him less able to undergo 
the tortuie.— it the end of the iveek be 
was bi ought, in th.j night, bctoie the infer¬ 
nal tribunal, and so altered, that he was 
scarce known to be tlic same; and ujion 
his declaiiqg that he wa> not conscious oi 
any tiling culpable, he was led to the tor¬ 
ture, wlnih was thus indicted on him.—By 
means of four cords, wliu li came over four 
pullics, at each comer of the room, and nut 
in the centre, be was hoisted up to the 
ceiling, where, by a sudden jcik, all his 
bones were dislocated.—After he bad hung 
for same timo in this deplorable condition, 
the Inmiisitor General thinking he had not 
set snttcied enough, oommauded them to 
slacken the cords, in order to let him fall 
with a shock to the gionnd. This, after 
what had been done before, is thought to 
be one of the greatest torments that human 
nature is capable of sustaining. But when 
they came to indict it, they found that the 
unhappy man w'.as already dead, upon 
which they buried him in a pi ivatc manne r, 
and sent a note to liis wife, dcsiiing her to 
pder up prayers for bis soul, in all the 
churches in Borne! 

** After two such pieces of unexampled 
cruelty and sanctified villainy; in both of 
«hub,by virtue of Ins office,but in the latter 
more particularly, Mr. Bower had been so 
deeply, though roluctanlly, concerned, he 
was determined, at all events, to make his 
escape from the Inquisition; bci'off per¬ 
suaded, that if he could get to Enfpand, 
the place of his birth, he should meet with 
egcooragement from some of liis country¬ 
men} seveial of whom he had becB ac- 

S unted with in their travels tbronghltaly. 

S sensible of the difficulties he had 
to being soOered to stir 

out without leave first obtained from the 
{oquisUor Geaergh To him therefore be 


applied for a pcrniusion to go on a Pilm*- 
mage to Loretto, a thing^that he bad 
hitherto long neglected.—Inquisitor 
General applauded bib resolution, and gaie 
him lease; but immediately dispatched an 
ixpicsB to Loretto, to precisely the 
time h« arriicd there,—Accoidingly Mr. 
Bower set out on horseback, and having 
armed himself with a pocket pistol, was de- 
tci mined, in case he fpund he could not 
othci wise escape, to dispatch liimsclf; 
being persuaded tbat if e>pr suicide was 
excuseabic, it must bo m liis iiicumstancLS, 
m onler to avoid the torments, wluch, if 
he should be taken, would be inflicted on 
him. 

After many contests with himself, ho 
continued firm to his original piojcrt; and 
with design to pursue it, crossed out of the 
load towaids Loretto, aid shaped his 
course not far from Switzerland; knowing 
that il he could bgt reach Bern, a Frote.s- 
tanl Canton, he sliouid be cafe. In order to 
.ittain it, he tiavclled dav end night upon 
the mountains, but at l.i6t,lr.mbrlf «nd horse 
glowing lajiit, tor want ot busicnaiKe, he 
made up to a torn, whic’i Im took to ''e 
Bern; but which proved, to las gieat con- 
eern, to be a Popish Cantoq. However, he 
alighted at an inn, where there happened 
to be two men who were leading a paper, 
which, casting his eye upol),lu; luund to be 
a description of himself; promibuiga gieat 
reward for appicbendiDg him — He en¬ 
deavoured to conceal ius confubion as much 
as he could, wiping his fare with a hand- 
kei chief to prevent his being obseiicd; 'till 
at last, one of the men asking him why he 
wiped fais ace, asiflicwas afraid of being 
been; desired him to read that paper, 
which he did, as be sa^s, with great 
seeming compobiire.—In the mean while, 
one of them whispered his companion; 
and soon alter they ictired into a room to¬ 
gether, to consult whether they should ap¬ 
prehend him or not, as it was a barardoua 
aflair; it being possible that he might lie a 
courier of the Briti4h, or some other Mi¬ 
nister.—Mr. Bower took this opportunity 
to ily to his horse, which he mounted with 
the utmost expedition, and galloped into a 
neighbouring forest, whcie he concealed 
himself for some time, and afteiwaids pur¬ 
sued hib journey; subsisting himself, for 
sevcial da>s, upon nothing but what the 
fields and woods afforded. At last, hie 
horse, as well as himself, being almost 
worn out with hunger and fatigue, hap- 
peuing one moniing, to spy a light % 
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djuUnce, he made to it at all events} 
anil, upon hU knocking at the door, a mao 
Ivoked outut the nriodo^Vj-and of whom he 
enquired whether it was a Protestant 
country j to which he replied, Yes, thaqk 
God for it. Immediatelj upon hearing 
this jo}H[nl news, he desired him to come 
down and open the door j fur that he was the 
unfortunate Bower that had escaped from 
the Inquisition, and was now in the utmost 
distress ior want of rest aud food. Accoid- 
ingly he alighted, and svas received by 
the landlord with the utmost hospitality} 
who, ujpon his enquit mg how far ft was to 
Bern, intoi mod him almpt two miles and 
offered hunself for liw guide.—Upon 
his at rival at' Bern, he wati advised 
in Older tq avoid sc serai Popish couutiics, 
to take shipping on the Rhine, as far as 
Strasburg. He cmbaikcd therefore on 
that riser} and one of liis companions in 
the vessel happened to be a Jesuit, who 
not knowing him, entered into discourse 
with him about his own escape from the In- 
quiMtion.—When they were got pretty near 
to filtrasburg the ship bulged upon q rock, 
so that they nith gicat difficulty escaped 
to shore, ivhere Air Bower immediately 
took post hoisrs for Calais. No sooner 
was be ariivcd there, and alighted at the 
Inn, than he saw on the gate advcrtUi- 
ments desiiibing' him, and promising a lo- 
wai d Afr appt ehending him. 1 hii in.ulc 
him resolve to dcpsrt as soon as possible, 
so that he went down to the shore in ol¬ 
der to S€*e if thei'C was any \cssel icadj to 
sail for England} but to his gicat moiti 
fuation^ound none} and the wind Ldng 
high, could not picvail with any to pit to 
SCO. At last, for a idcrable sum of 
money, he engiged some fishtnnrn to carry 
him over. Scarce had they set sail, but 
the waves ran so high, that the men de¬ 
clared it impossible to succeed, for that no 
boat could live. In vain he offered them 
all he was worth, in case they would ven¬ 
ture } but all th^r reply was, that he cer¬ 
tainly must have been guilty of some very 
great crime, to attempt to run so great a 
hazard. Accordingly they put bank, and 
landed him again.~>Bat Instead of going to 
tlie same Inn, he went to another} where, 
thinking he heard in the next loom the 
voice of some English gentlemen, he deter¬ 
mined to discovei himself to them, being of 
opinion, that no persons so merry and 
chearful as the^ appealed to he, could har- 
hoqr any ill will.a^minst him.-—Anim.atcd 
V tl^se reflexions, Ise knocked at the door} i 


nud to his great satisfaction, thn first that 
came to him was Lord Baltimore, with 
whom he had before some- smalt ar- 
qualntanco. His J^ordship was much siir- 
priotd at seeing bijn tbcie, but told him 
that he had no time to lose, fur that strict 
search h)}d been made after him, and spies 
planted ahont every person that went for 
EngLind. In short, be ru:companied him 
to the sea shore, and offered him his own 
vateh to cany h|m over, in which he immc- 
iliutilv embarked, and soon landed safe at 
Dov Cl —The next day Alp. Bower was 
much surprized with a letter bnmght in, 
directed to him} but much moie when 
upon opening it, be fonnd it came from the 
Inquisitor funeral} with promises of great 
honour and ixwanis, in case be would re¬ 
turn to the Inquisition.—This, it seems, 
being left undirected, was ordcicd to be 
dclivcied to him, as soon as it was cer¬ 
tainly known that he was anived in Eng¬ 
land } hut upon his enquiry for the person 
who brought it, nobody could tell wlulwas 
become of him. However, he had "cen 
too much already to rtly on whst they 
piomised, and contented himself with ex¬ 
pressing hi* gratitude to God for happily 
escaping out of tlieii clutches, and I'afely 
arriving i.i a fire and Viotestnnlcoontiy.”

(OR\ Laws.- -I iuuc received a 
Lcttei on this fertile subject fioni Afi. 
Brand, Alcmhcr ol Pailiament for iieit- 
lordsliire, which, os it is printed, he pro¬ 
bably intends for publication.—Hp appears 
to have paid considerable attention to the 
subject, though 1 have only been able to 
glance Ills letter slightly over. 1 shall, 
however, give some extracts fiom it.— 

‘‘ Coin Laws (says Mr. Brand) can be 
contemplated by a Statesman but in one 
point ut view. They are mischievous, and 
in every way impolitic, if they produce itnj 
other effect than-thht of sccunnga ccrtaoi* 
constant, abundant, and therefore clieap^ 
supply ol bread com to the population 6f a 
country. No partiid interests ought to be 
admitted into tlie consideration of their 
policy or propriety. The claims of land¬ 
lord or tenant, of manufacturing or agri¬ 
cultural intore^^ are to'be consigned but 
as those of tktigrOttt parts of the dotift 
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caotiminlty n'uch if to receive supnij. 
Tbc landiorJ and irnant ought to bo idea* 
tified->-in other words, the argument updn 
the expediency or i'lrxpedicncy of Corn 
Lairs, ong^it to hs conducted m the sams 
iBJUtner as if e^ery occupier were possessed 
of the frcoii'iid ot his oc<.np*.itioa. Orait- 
ti ig then all inti rests, c'cept those of the 
consumer, (he f}u>'Stion is liroiigbt withio a 
very narrow ringc. All agree in the im¬ 
portance of 111 ig a mpply of bread 
com at a rooJ'Tate and ‘teidy pi ice, and of 
giitinling (so i<ir as human care can guard) 
againit the irRtim'nrs of that tnormous 
and (listteiMug increase of piicc, which 
has tiricc, at least, within the last 
fifteen yean, nns. n fioni iinfavoiirable 
aeasoiis—the in'ju/r-y i>, how this may 
best be ciletted, und that ijuejtion re- 
aoiiea its.h iit> the folio>Mig points.— 
In the fiist pi.icc wc in ijt determine under 
what degree of encouragement, at what 
rcmimri atiiig pi ice to the grow r? of corn, 
the inrcmal'rnpph ran l,e nsurtii. In the 
next pl.we wo hasc to consulci, wlicthcr the 
foreigner can, ami it he rai, at what piicc 
A? willf fill lip that dofitior.cy of supply, 
arhich nijsl be the needsiiy cltect of ic-

Tlio lich soils are 
o{ such cu''> ..'dii\.ilion and .abundant pra- 
ditcc that tli.’i mijrlit (oppressed even as 
they aic by cliiirgcs and tax.itK)n) com- 



cellected upon the subject coiifiitiis nic in 
the opinion that it is far otlierwne with the 
average lands of England. It is calculat¬ 
ing upon a very high average of the land of 
tins country to assume its produce to be equal 
to twenty bushels of wheat, and "tlnitr- 
tn^o bushels of barley per acre —To evuy 
otatistical and agricultnral writer, 1 ap¬ 
peal as authority for this position. Thciv 
ISperson cons ersant with ngrioultiiral 
inWties, who svill argoe, tfat wheat 
l^wn upon such lands can, in seasons of 
ordioMry produce, be supplied (after the 
leduetiott of tho tithej) at a less piicc 


than nine shillings per bushel. To those 
who are not unacquainted ilrtth die necest 
sary ex|teDOcs and oliarges attached to the’ 
cultivation of land, this will not appeal a 
high aVerage price. Who can be so un- 
intormcd ot the present state of tiiis couu’ 
try ns to disregard the charges luid taxa¬ 
tion, to which land is exclusively liable} 
the support of the poor, the inaintcnauce 
of the ecclesiasticil iunctionailes, tlie re¬ 
pair of tbc parochial churches, aud ot the 
pnhlir roads, t!>e land tax, and seven aud a 
half per cent, ineome tax, arc all cliiiges 
cxclusiiely applicable to the land. Wui'n 
I assume that the average land of England 
cannot be cultiiatcd but under the pioba- 
bility of a remunerating puce of stventy- 
two bhillings per quaiter oi wheat, I by no 
means intend to state that such must be its 
minimum piicc. In seasons of almiuUnt 
produce the pucc will naturally fall.— 
Quantity of piodiice will in that case com¬ 
pensate foi the dificiency of pi ice. If I 
.tm collect in tho above positions, it le- 
mams undeniably piuvcd, that it the fo¬ 
reign g'Owci ran, and ii allowed, to super- 
odd his surplus to our home produce of 
corn in our own niaikcts at a pure bcIow' 
scvcnt,y-two shillinp^ per quaiter, the ave¬ 
rage lands of this countiy must be thrown 
ont of cultivation. Wc must, then, depend 
upon fo'cign supply, to lejilare that difi- 
eifncy which will necessarily aii-" iioui 
the subtraction of the produce of all the 
l.>nd of England which is below the assii- 
med average. 

“ I now piocecd to the eonsideiation of 
that part of the subjeet, which I nevei eon- 
template without the most painful and un¬ 
feigned alarm.

' Knrope and America. When the Hulcrs 
of those States, upon which wc are t

Good God ! what will then he the state of 
our unhappy land ' Then will the peopi 
of this cjuntiy vainly call upon those wh- 
have misled them, tor that supply whicl:

“ Assuming tint tlu:c t\ii1s no veal 
scarcity in foreign loiintiii^, is it possible 
to imagine, that foie>gn Goveinnie'its will 
remain unobservant ol our 
upon them ^ Can it be supposed, that 
they will abstain Irom levying tho^c con- 
tiibutions upon thii countiv, of whith wc 
tender them the letiilv means^ Will they 
not impose duties upon the export ol their 
coin ^ lint why should 1 state doiihtiully 
that which ii in dimonstration before us ^ 
In the picsent momint the Govcinmeut 
cl France has closed her poits against 
the exportation of French com. In 
the course oi the late war, Prussia 
levied a duty of lot tv per cent, upon 
all grain exported to this country.— 
From such self-evident propositions it ap¬ 
pears to me most clearly deduciblc, that a 
certain and cheap supply of bread com 
can be insured to tho consumer by the sole 
means of our internal produce, checked in 
price by external supply on the one hand. 
And enabled to compete with it by protect¬ 
ing duties, or rt-lict from taxation, on the 
other. It werte easy to corroborate this 
Of imon by the evidence of long and uner¬ 
ring experience. I am, however, so 
anxious to avoid occupying your attention 
by a re-statement of these nets, which may 
be seen in every publication upon the sul^. 
ject, that I feel it a du|y to resist my in¬

Svening Poit^ of Saturday last, conialos a 
most elaborate charge of JtiDr.E Fletcrer 
to the Grand Juiy of the county of Wex¬ 
ford, delivered at the late Bummer Assizes, 
in which that able Judge has given a most 
interesting pirtuie of the state of Irelaod, 
lor the avowed purpose of sLewntg, that 
the Coercive Bills, recently j as^ed in Par- 
liamrnt, respecting Ireland, an* wholly in¬ 
applicable ‘and upnecessniy. My limits 
will not pcimit me to give ihla document 
at full length *, hut 1 blull male such ex¬ 
tracts fiutn it as appear to me moat im- 
poitant. Judge FlcUlier denies that the 
ill .tillbarn es in lhalfounliy, oi which we 
liavc li'aid so much on this side the water, 
piocccd hopi divalltction to the Govern¬ 
ment. lie says.— 

In my ciicuits through other parts of Ihe 
kingdom, 1 have seen the liiwt,r orders of ibr 
people disturbed by many ciuses, not peculiar 
to any particular counties - operating mill mure 
effect III some , but to a greati r or less estent in 
all —f have seen them operating with psleo'ii d 
efTeLl III the North-West Circuit, in the. eoMnii-» 
of Mayo, Donegal, Derry, Roscainman, drr. &r.

A proper bait for 
the ryes ol deluded Indians, w!io,i by such 
fine ugbts, and the pioiib mountehankery 
attending tbciti, arc retained in due awe 
and wonder The prlnoely person of the 
poor Jesuit is snitalily lodged in a spacious 
paUcp, containing grand apartments, fui- 
nished svitli many pictures ami imafes, 
with proper lodgings for his train of officers 
and domestics', tin rpiaclrnnglcb and g.iT- 
dens all in proportion, the whole court 
making a square of some miles. Ohaerve^ 
that all the main opulent wsrclioufics be- 
lon|png to U»c holy disinterested mara rrc 
contained in it. Such is the situation, puch 
the ntato and inimitable authority, of fjsiiy 
Jesnit in Paraguay. 'Chcrc arc but jToity 
odd of these Monks in all that great (rack

and ai dour in foiwanliiig tlic designs of the 
Holy See. Tho diuicli of Home, in fait, 
owed its greatest splendour to the infiutnee 
of this artful Imdv; which, had it not been 
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locH^ta aite •|;atn ivk louse upon society, ts 
them of cvciy toniioit, to subjocl 
tliein to die most degrailiug nnd al)omi 2 i> 
able tyranny > Surety, tbo^e Sovcietgns of

stability,of their thrones, and to the 
prospeiity of their people ; for as ccitaiii 
as It is that they now possess thioncs, 
as certain it that the Jesuits wil 
do their utmost to subvert them. It 
would be difficult, and pci haps not veiy 
interesting, to attempt to give even a 
sketch of the endless rules adopted hy tliis 
society, fur the regulation of their Older. 
But at a period, when its ic-estabJishinent, 
by a foimal Bull of the Pope, must oto 
sion some cnquiiics icspccting it, the fol¬ 
lowing information may [lerhaps not be un¬ 
acceptable .—Tile Society of Jesuits was 
instituted about the ^car 1540. It w 
founded by a soldier named Ignatius 
Loyola, who, happening to receive a wouml 
in batde, which gave Him much pain, and 
confined him for a long peiied, made a vow, 
that, on his recovery, he would devote the 
rest of his Ufa to promote the advoneemcat 
of the name of Jesus. The first step he 
took after Im was cured, was to proceed to 
the Aolf sepulchre, at JerusaJem^ to con- 
film hji vo\v. He then went tu Spain, 
where he affected great austetify, and 
preached up the moi^cation «f the flesh. 
Beiag very illitemte, and not in ordeii, 
the Monks made a handle id thb to send 
him to the Inquisition} but as he was fpund 
to be full of zeal, and thought a fit instnt' 
ment to piomotcr their cause, be was ho¬ 
norably (Usmisssd by those ghostly fathers, i 
pfo««cdcd to Faria, where he ap- j 


plied himself to study, and, at the end of 
ten years, duriiig which ite Uvud u> the 
greatest misery upon alm^ he was made 
HRaster of Arts. VVilh this recemmenda* 
tion, he retained to hpain ia la 

company with ten peisuns, whom iie had 
converted to his mode of life } after viiiich 
he set out for Rome, to obtain a formal 
introduction to the Pupc. But being di¬ 
verted liom this by an accident, iic and his 
(om[><tHions occupied tlicimclvcs with at¬ 
tending the sick, in the hcMpitaU of Venice, 
and dicsiing fficir wounds. They also 
commenced Priests, and for '.onie tlnio 
preached up and down the Venetian States, 
without any cstahilsbmcnt to suj'port them. 
Oil his aniva! <it Romo, a new conspiracy 
was foimcd by the Monks .iguiiist Jgn itius 
and his paity; but this was defeated by 
Pope Paul 111., who gi.intcd them a con- 
fiiniation of tfieir Order, wbicli now lie|;au 
every day to iucreaso. At fust tlie Society 
appears to have bcciiTimiti d to sixty ; but, 
a> tjic historian of thu Jesuits says, aftci- 
waid the Pope, pertciving how tuuffitl this 
Order was to the dicaijtng Roiiiun icligion, 
pc'imitted all that were fit to cuter into the 
same j”—so that in the short space of 7 t 
years, tlicy had 2^3 colleges, ..nd 123 
houses. Besides the oidinuiy vows of 
chastity, poverty, and obedit nee, common 
to all other Ordc in ot Monks, the Jesuits 
“ bind themselves, to the Pope, to under¬ 
take, cbecrfulty, reaclllr, and witlioat 
charge, any jouriu y he shall command, 
for propagating the Roman faith.**-«i'Paul 
the Third gave them power to make what¬ 
ever rules and constitutions they ])l‘;&'-'ed, 
to excommunicite all who should inUiiupt 
cr refuse to aid the Society, to pu.ub, 
admiiiLu r the sacrapierts, hear coniessiun, 
absolve, &C. in any place thcypic iscd, to 
appoint and di$mi«« their office beiirers, 
without pcrninsion fiom the Pepe; to ab- 
colve all returning beietics, aud to un- 
prison tlio refioctoi^'.

prop of superstition; they extolled igno- 
srance and blind subioission; they depraved 
the manners, and in their stead snhbtitnUd 


not, without impiety, dispense with entering 
into tlieir quaircls, sharing thcii irenzy, 
and shedding the blood of their enemies. 
Contrary to the expicss orders of Chint, 
the emissaries of the vicar of Jesus pleached 
Oficniy in 4is name, pcrscctition, reveler, 
liatred, and thassacic. Their rhimouis 
iinpns«‘d on Sovereigns ; and the least eit> 
(lnlou3 tiembicd iit sight of their puwet, 
u'licit they dared not cuib. A super 
ititious andcowaidly polity made them be< 
licve, that it was the inten‘a ui tbo tbione 
to unite itsi if lor ever with these inhuman 
and boisterous madini-n. Thus Friners, 
siihiniidvo to the tlcrgy, and making roin- 
mon (auso with them, became the ministeis 
of their Vengeance, aud the cxi'cutnis ot 
thcii will. Tlicsc Llintl Princes were 
obliged to suppoit a power the r|val ot theli 
own, but they did not priceive that they m- 
juied their antliority, by delivering up their 
suhp'cts to the tyranny and extoi tions of a 
swarm ot men, who-^c interest it was to 
plunge them into ignorance, incite their 
fanaticism, make themselves masters of 
their minds, domineer over their eon-> 
scienrcs, and, in shoit, render them ht iii- 
Stromente to serve tJicir pride, avarice, rc- 
vciig(‘, and obstinacy. By this worthless 
policy, in the States most submissive to the 
spiritual dominion of the Homan PontllF, 
the liberty of thinking was prescribed with 
fury, activity was repressed, science was 
punished, and industry crushed by the ra¬ 
pacity of the cleigy, while moials were 
neglected, and their place supplied by tra¬ 
ditional observances. Nations vegetated 
in inictivity ; men cultivated onfy monas¬ 
tic virtues, grievous to themselves, and 
useless to society. They had no other im¬ 
pulse than what their fanatldam afforded, 
and no other science than an obscure 


vain usages aUd superstitions, compatible 
With cvciy vlcc,iuid c<ilculated to suppress 
the remorse wiiich mine might produce, 
lliey preached up slavery anif unWuided 
sabmissioa. to Princes, who themselves 
were thiir slaves, aud who consented to 
become tlio instruments of then vengeance. 
They pivactied rebtUioa aod« vegicide 
against the Princes who reflited U» bend 
romder the odions yoke of the auccessor of 
Sftk IVlcV, whom tiu'y tiad the eftrantnry to 
and whose decisktos-they 
^$irf«d fkr ahwe those of tbe.aniveisid 
oOmM, By tltcir assistance the Pope be. 
%al||o Mly’ tine despot, hnt even tbo true 

God OTam-(^Tis^ians.~J{!1iey bad the im- 
^deiice to uaintaln, that the Prince could 


jargon of theology. Their upderstandiogs 
had no other employment than endless i|i«- 
putes on mysterious subtleties, unworthy of 
rational ^ings. * Those futile occupations 
engrossed the ^jtentiop of tlft most pro- 
fonad genius, wfuae labours wonld have 
been usefdl, if they had been directed to 
ehjecto really iiderestln^.’^Nations were 
imj^verished to 'foster, la abundance, in 
lux^, and often in drunketinem, Icgioor 
of ^hCanke, Friests, and Fontiflb, from 
whra, they derivep no real beneiUs.—

dowed a multitude of drones, whose prayeTS 
and reveries procimd only misery and dis> 
sebtSoas. Edooattdn, entrusted throughout 
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Cbribteitdom to base or ignorAQt Priests. 
‘w4s culciilatcd to lorni bii^ntitlous persons 
only» destitute pf the ijualtties nocessuiy td 
make useful citizens. The instiuctipn they 
gave Christians, tvas confined to incoi' 
eating dogmas and mystciipf, which the 
latter ncvLi coaUl compichend. They in- 
ccssantly pleached up cra»^i/uul moratitj 
‘but tills ttublime mornUty which aU* the 
world esteems, and whu h so few practise 
because it is incompatible with the nature 
and wants of man, did not icstrain the 
paswns, or ever check then irregularity 
of manneis.->-By thubo means, in most 
Christian countries, people and Pt luces 
upcnljr united detotion with the most 
hideous dcprasity of manncis, and often 
with the' blackest crimes. Thei? wcic 
pious tyrants, and adulteiers, oppressors 
and loicpiitoub minlstcia, courtiers without 
morals, and public deprcd.itors, aU vety 
devout. Thcic weie knaves of every kind 
displaying tlie greatest zeal for a religion, 
the ministers of which imposed easy ex¬ 
piations even on those who violated its most 
express’precepts.—Thus, by the caic-» of 
these spiritual guides, coiicoid was ba¬ 
nished from llltaU s , Princes sunk into bon- 
die people were blinded j science 
was sliced; nations wcie unpoveiishcd; 
true morality was unknown; and the most 
devout Chiistiaiis weiu commonly divoid 
of those talents and virtues wfalelt aie in¬ 
dispensably necessary for the suppoi-t of 
society.”

my age.^—It is unquestionably a most ck - 
Itraoi^nary circuniwtance, that a woman of 
joanaa'*s great age should be found with 
child} but nature, we know, is often very 
taprieiMu in her prodoetions. Nor is 
Joanna’s case withoot a parallel, if the fol¬ 
lowing statement, taken from the newspa¬ 
pers, is to be* relied onElliii Ellis, 
of Beaumaris, in Anglesey, aged 72, was 
brongfat* tq bed May lOtb, 1776. she bad 
been ntarrfed 46 years, and her eldest 
was 45 years old. She had not bad a 
child ibr 25 wars before.”—At all events, 
with the evidence already before the pub¬ 
lic, ‘1 do not see how, in the present 
ata^ of the bomaess, the fitct of Joanna’s 
bregnancy can vreil be disputed.'

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*to diive ihe planets from their spheres, tt 
shakf' the whole earth, and to oblige the 
mighty serpent to vomit a flame nhieh 
tjiall consume the globes.** This same 
Vaclienuu, it is said by the Bramans, was 
liimsilftbe production ot ihe first Being, 
who, (Ibstrons of manifesting hiinstit, se¬ 
parated the faculties ot male and temalu 
which wen: in him, am' opeiated an act of 
generation, of which Vichenoii is the 
eir blcin.**—The Heathens bekeved that 
Jnpiter consorted himself into a bull, in 
order to carry off Kuropa*, and that lli- 
nerva was incainatc tn the brain, and 
Bicchus in the tkgh of the same god. 
The niether of Plato said that she had been 
'visited by A polio, to w horn she attributed 
her pregnancy of that plulosopber. The 
Kg^'ptiani asserted that the sun was 
brought forth by ihcir fpid Isi,. Th<y 
also belli VCd tlvtf “ God vomited an eerg, 
fiom which nas produced anothei Ciod 
Dimed \ ulcan.’* The Syiians preUmded 
that a dove sat, fui a icitaiu number of 
dais, on the egg of a fi:>Ii, and that linm 
this inciihnlion Venus was born.** The 
pi tests nt Thibet teach the people, that llie

At aa 
early period of tlic church, the doctrine of 
incarnations having been di&pated by some 
heretics, the * ekbrated La^antius. in 
order to establish that the spirit of God 
rould impregnate a virgin, cites tho ex¬ 
ample oi tho 'J'hriuian marcs, and other 
f' malts, lendcied prolific by the wind.**— 
Such ait a few of the instances recorded

The Pope.-—No sooner hage w gpl 
rid, according to the geneisiUp received 
omnion, of the most opptcaaive tyraonyi in 
m Government ofNa^lemi, that ever ex¬ 
isted on earth, than a oeyv tjraot rears up 
his head, who does qot only meditate.thp 
cstablishineot of a despotic sway over tho 
iodirff but hc^tiairy prek^s it to be bis {iiv 
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teatu^ to ,subjugate the nundi of tlio 
i¥bole human ih.c, to a spuitual doim 
IMtion. Oil the iudt view oue takes of this 
subject, it exciUs surprise. We are apt 
to be astoniihcit at t'lc folly of an attempt, 
on the part,of any tSovcrei^, to restore tlic 
barbarous usages and tne supcrstUioas 
rites of the daik ages. J3at whim wo ic- 
fleet a little on tlie subject, we will Jind 
that there is nothing very cxtraordiuarv in 
this; that it is what was to iiO exneeted in 
the circumstances of the case, it is well 
known, that Pope Pius VII. is an did and 
infirm man, whose faculties muH, in the 
coane of natuie, be considerably impaticd. 
liit long imprUonment, too, must h.ivc 
greatly accelerated that infanimr state to 
Which eld age is almost mutormly subjected.

In short, had a Crusade 
been set on loot in favour of the Chuich of 
Rome, such was the attachment to, such 
the regard, and such the zeal, of the think- 
i/ig, the inteili ent,i\»igood, 

and pious, people of this country for the in¬ 
terests of the Pope, that it was to be ex¬ 
pected, an absoi'iation, at least equal to that 
which icared its liead against jacobinism,

I circumstances. The people of England— 
aye, the wise people of England, who exuh 
in hieing eSceted the ovciihrow of Napo¬ 
leon, yet have lent their assistance to bung 
an independent nation unJUr the ^ke of 
one of Napoleon's captains, and shil boast 
of beii'g atile to re-colouize and enslave a 
whole ContinenL These teiy people who 
talk so loud about liberty, about ho- 
mgnU;j^, and about th^ exertions Moctma- 
dpeUe the kut^n mini, have encouraged, 
have given a ^imulua to, and have sanC- 
Uoned, all the late proeeedinga of the 
Homan FontiiH—It is to Great BritaTn 
that mankind owe toe re -establudiment of 
the Inquisition, of the lesuits, and the 
revival of all tliooo Orders of Afonks, of 
Friars, and of Nmu, which our mrefot^rt

are called Freemason s SorieUe<<,or any siiaitar*' 
meetings, under whatever iiauie, 

2 They are forbidden to be even once present 

at anv of these meetin.'S, oi to induce any per¬ 
sons 10 join them. 'fliisprobibilUin rxiendat* 
all Roman subjects lioldi.ig any conneitlon, 
immediatejor remote, v>iih such Societies out of 
the States ot the Soyereipn PoatiC ^ 

3 No one is permitted to have or retain in bit 
possession any deed,, ■.eals, eiablcios, statute^ 
patents, or any thing else relating to ibo acts of 
such assemMics. 

4. Vf hoevei shall know that any such SociOtica 

silU continue to be held, shall be uadci obliga¬ 
tion immedlately to give information ihereof to 
tile Governor of Rome, the Commandants ot Pro¬ 
vinces, or the Apostolic Delegates; Und they 
may be assured their iiamc<> shall be kept invio¬ 
lably secret The penalties they may have in¬ 
curred, as accompliri s or adherent’, shall he re¬ 
mitted, oflil they shall receive a peemitBk'y Kfr 
ward at the eipeuse of the deliuqnenti, whw^ 
ever they eau produce soflGieut proof of their 
charges His floltncss wishes that all slionid >be 
aware that thefe is notbiiig etlher unbecomfiw 
or dishonourable in such dciiuneiaUuu^, wjHiip 
are important enoatte to the Interests of tlm 
Faith and the Sure, in consequeaee, everr n«fV 
df an opposite nature must bP coastderad oitly oa 
a bend oj which leaves Dia ouattery 

duty in full force. 

5, The penniiii s ngalnst the tmiugresson of 
this Edict, according to the nUnre and circum- 
stanees or the ofleoce, shall be corporal, and 
even veiy severe, including partial or even en¬ 
tire eonf»c.ition of proiierty, moveable or im¬ 
moveable, of which the jnd)[^ aud other agents 
of tribunals, who may have effectuaHy conln- 
bated to the jftistnVei^ and prmccntlop of Iho 
guilty, shall obtain a poition.

I never heard that tho Amoiicam quarrel¬ 
ed With ns on this account, why should we 
quarrel with Uiemfo^’their tost*/ They 
piejer a,few towns wckcd or beaten doivn, 
Aotv and then, to the paying for a standing 
army, for barracks, depots, ■and military 
colleges. Their taste may be bad. Tlifey 
may piotc themselves viiy stupid in not 
liking to see their stracts crovracd with 
bulutiful, tall, straight gcnticmiO, with 
pietty h.its Olid ' caps, ‘ with fuis and 
whiskers, with tdoaks, and glittering 
swords and hoots, that shine like japan 
mugs. But, itupidii^ is no crime i 
and, if they do not like these things, we, 
irho have so inilch more reiincment amongst 
us, and SO much more ilciation of imnd, 
should new them with pity, rather than 
with sroin, should speak of them writli com¬ 
passion, rather than with reproach. Wa 
might as reasonably icproach them (and 
the French too, by the %e) for not having 
a taste for tytnei. We like these too — 
Air. Bnrke said so, maay years ago. AVa 
like to give onr clergy a tenth part of our 
Cl ops. But, then, have wc not onr churehei 
and (athedrals, our prayers and our sermons, 
our bills and our singing, our lord’s supper, 
oiu baptism^ lonhrmation, churching of 
women, absolution of the sick, and barial 
of the dead. Wc havc*^ll these things, and 
a fTe.it many more, in retain for the tenth 
of oui crops ^ and the Americans (poor 
fellows ') have none of them. Yet, w* 
ought not to reproach them oh this account. 
It IS, doubtless, bad taste in tiiem; but, as 
li said before, had taste is not crmitnal.-^

uddkr, nor the courage ot a patriot. 
£ ih noble stand made against the 
enemy, in Bantry Bay, at the beginning 
of the war, by a motky crew of tattered 
Iri-h, aimed with \tnti'>, pttch-Jarki, and 
other missel weapons, is iiii spable of doing 
away the established pteiudict, that the 
dress is the only thing that constitutes tho 
warrior. Absurd as this opinion may ap¬

An 
why sbduid they not > Why should not 
people, who have given us so many ('m 
vtncmg proofs of ihcii bravety at h 
equally brave on laitd^ withont the^pen 
dage of a bit of scarlet affixed to thci 
back.8, 01 any other budge or imignia o 
slarery. When I look into the history o: 
my own country 1 find that our foicfatlic 
ltd no stress on these vain tiappings. In 
those days, indeed, there was no suci: 
thing as stauA'tig armm. Every man, ai 
the Ainjrkans & now, learned to use the 
weapon of war from bis infancy j suid 
when he took the field against the foe, bt 
neither woic a coat of scarlet, nor a coa 
of green , be fought with that in uhicii he 
bad been accustomed to fell the tiec ; he 
repelled the invader, jiul his ^latehi 
Country were not pievintcd rendciini' him 
, the homage due to his fame, because he 
had not gained her battles in the gaudy 
attire of uiodcrn hciocs. It was in these 
days that Britain rested sicuic in an 
nrmidpenph-^ equally tciuble to domestic 
as to foreign <les|>ots. It was then, it 
might bo sauI with tnitli, that the oiilj 
safegiiaid of the Constitution consisted, 
as it now docs in Amoiica, in cmiv citj- 
aen being possessed of a.su>oid, and in the 
enactment and administration at the laws 
being confided to citi/cns only. The sub¬ 
ject of standing armies has cmplo>ed 
miny able pens j and then petnumus in¬ 
fluence has been often discantcd upon , 
hut 1 do not think any one has done moie 
justice to the subject than Chaties Lord 
llawkcsbiiry, in his Durouisc on tJie 
EstcAliskment of a National and Constt~ 
tutional Force; a woik originally pub¬ 
lished in the year 175*T, but now little 
^i^nown in this country. His rea->oning, 
indeed, is so very conclusive, that I can¬ 
not resist the temptation of closing this 
letter with the following extract, foi which 
I hope you will contrive to find a coiner in 
your Register. 

The miseries and oppressions (says 
Lord Hawkeshurj), which States 
have suffeied from the common sorts of 
armies, have made many absurdly appre¬ 
hensive, that a firelock or a red coat most 
necessarily alter the disposition of .the per¬ 
sona who hav« them. Thev do not observe 
that these evils have arisen from such only 
who have made war Iheir profession. It is 
the idle and dissolute mauoer of living that 


alone debauches the soldli-r’s inclination *, 
viheu, vvitliuut home, without industi},aiid 
Without uceitpation, he must subsist either 
by pay or by'plunder. Annies composed 
of such as these have sometimes itnluued 
a iiatidii, under pretence of doing them 
justut. Our history fuinishcs a lemaik- 
ahle instance of\bis kind, which shews 
clcaily vvhat it is that con vet U a soldier 
into a ichel, and makes him dangeious to 
bis countiy. As gallant an army as this 
nation ever skw, and winch, at the sumo 
time, uas particularly stiled the tnodeAsui^ 
scf denying, consisted of the youths of 
London, who, though unused to aims, and 
drawn ill baste out of town, gave signal 
proof of coinage through the whole civil 
wars,aiid at lastdcfcatcd the inyal army by 
one decisive blow at Naseby.

Sabbatti Sevi, a Jewish impostor, who 
appeared at Snyma in 1666, and pictend- 
cd to be the Messiah, which opinion tho 
Jews in these rountiies were so possessed 
of, that they left off their trades and busi- 
'ness, as assuring themsehres that the icsto- 
ration of then kingdom was now come, 
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jtnd the streets were covered with carpets 
for him to ticad upon. 'J'he Jew^ ex.i)ect 
< d that this Messiah should lead them to 
Jeiusalcni, or tho Holy. Land, and mode 
piuiMioa atcoidingly to attend Sabbatti, 
who nomiaatud those Princes who were to 
' govern them in their march} and to such 
a hbiglit of folly and dclusioii weed they 
4 arrived, that iNathan, the associate of 
Hcvi, took the courage and boldness to 
prophecy, that in the iiionfli of June, the 
Missidh should appear bcloie the Grand 
higiiior, take liom him his ciown, and 
h ad iiini in chains like a captive. Such 
discouiscs, with the general infatuation of 
the JlWs In nil pkiccs where they resided, 
made them, instead oi tiaiisacting their 
iinial alUiis of tiaffic, stnlF their letters 
with uoihiiig but wonders and miracles 
wroiiaht by tlicir Alissiab as, that when 
the Grand hif'iiiur ‘.ml to take him, Ik 
latiscd the nirs‘engtM'< to die mitantlv, 
upon which uiher Jani><<-iri'N bung ascain 
M lit, tluv ail tell diaii, but with a word oi 
Ins moiitli Ik lestorcd theiii to lile , with 
iiiinv olher hiiig woii'U h ——'Flic (iiaiid 
Si'>ni(it hiMiur intoiiiuUon oi the in id- 
n N' of the Jiws, sent a inessenu.'i to hung 
habhitli to Adrinriople. Bciiiir humpjit 
into the piescnce, he appearid iniifh d«*> 
jKted, and the Sultan told linn iii siioit, 
til it il he could not slu w him i uniai le of 
his own pioposiiig, he should be punisbcd 
as a docc'iiirand iinpostoi j which was, 
tint Sabbatti should be stiipped stark

to stand so sharp a trial, rortounied all hts 
titles to kingdoms and governments, and 
humbly acknowledged that he was but a 
poor Jiwuh Piicst, and had nothing of 
pnsl'cgcor viituc above the rest of his 
brethicn. The Grand Signior lephed, 
that having committed treason, he had no 
ether means to ckpiate his guilt but hy 
turning Mahometan, tor elec the stake to 
be driven throngh him Irae ready at tlic 
gate. Sabbatti in this extremity declared, 
that he cheerfully embraced the Turkish 
faith, and esteemed bimulfmiich honoured 
to do It in his presence, and so he conti* 
need in the house of the Grand Sigrior 
ten years, and tbIA died, exposing tlie 
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Jews to the utmost scorn of the Toiks and 
ChrKtians in those parts of the wofld. 

^Another account of babbatti Sevi 
states, that ** after he declared himself a 
Mahometan, be tiicncoforirard laboured to 
conveit the Jews to Mahometanism—a 
change, he alledged, necessaiy pluvious to 
tbi^r final rcstoiation. As a proof of the 
strange foicc of delusion, his followers still 
heliiwed m him, even after such npen» 
such avowed They said Sabbatti 

was cairivd up into Heaven, and a Dcrnion 
hid as'ium, d the shape and white hair of

evils of soeictv ; And we are very confi- 
leiitlv told,, both by cbristiana and philoso¬ 
phers, that' ^rben all men ape taught to 
read and vfrite thoic vv'iti be no more 
crimes, na more vice, no more miseiy in 
the world! Balieving, .as I firmly do, 
that these thing" nre inlierent in the sys* 
tom, as cofreCMves of the great original 
defect, I am not so earnest in my hopes of 
general'i^iorattun, so sanguine as many 
«f my frrqqds in believing .that we have 
atrived at the oommencemeat of a netv 
'ra ; for I do believe, that, even after nil 
men, women, and children are tauglit to 
write, tb«c will stHl be mncb<vtM and mi" 
Scry in the World. Nevertheless I will 
clieei hilly contribute my mite towards the 
expence of Oducating the children of the 
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poor, and aho mv opinion as to further im 
provoment in cilncating the rich, for all tli 
ricet of society are not to be found in tli 
lower ranks -Materials for Thinktna, 
"j / Edit.
